Our schools allowed to 
embrace the rainbow

LEGISLATION aimed at restrict¬ 
ing debate on homosexuality was 
finally wiped from the statute 
books in 2003 but a version of the 
law was kept in Kent. 

But following recent controversy about the 
way homosexuality is dealt with in schools, 
KOS Media asked whether the council has 
changed that stance. 

Section 28, which was passed in 1988 in the 
Local Government Act, had banned local 
authorities ‘promoting’ homosexuality and 
labelled gay family relationships as ‘pretend’. 

The campaign group Stonewall, which was 
originally set up to lobby against Section 28, 
said the repeal was supported by a coalition 
of children’s organisations, teachers, school 
governors, local authorities, trade unions, 
health experts and lesbian, gay and bisexual 
groups. But in Kent, the county council,

which was at the time led by Lord Sandy 
Bruce-Lockhart, voted to keep the wording of 
the law in local policy 
A policy was agreed about Kent County 
Council’s budget which said: “KCC shall not 
publish, purchase or distribute material with 
the intention of promoting homosexuality”. 

In a statement to the BBC dated November 
2003, he said that the policy was particularly 
important in primary schools. 

Many people including lesbian, gay and 
bisexual groups in the county and beyond 
were understandably insulted and angry at 
the implication people choose their sexuality. 


The actor Sir Ian Mckellen, who cam¬ 
paigned for Section 28 to be repealed, famous¬ 
ly said of the law: “If Section 28 and the atti¬ 
tudes behind it had remained then society 
would still believe that gay people are second 
class citizens and that it is right that they 
should be treated as second class citizens.” 

February was Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender History Month, and Kent on 
Sunday asked KCC when its policy had 
changed. 

A spokeswoman said: “There is no state¬ 
ment now in the budget on this issue. Like 
most things, we never withdraw guidance on 
issues, they are just superseded. The Invicta 
guidance has been superseded by other guid¬ 
ance such as the Kent Children and Young 
People’s Plan. This takes precedence, as does 
Government guidance on Teachemet. Kent is 
in line with the national agenda on this.” 

Ray Duff, a gay rights activist from Kent 
who took part in demonstrations outside 
County Hall four years ago, said: “It should 
never have been there in the first place but 
they have made great strides since then.” 

He praised current work in Kent schools on 
homophobia and issues that affect youngsters. 


‘Unnacceptable’ performance pay 
granted to county council bosses 


KENT County Council has come under fire 
for paying out more than £100,000 in “bonus¬ 
es” to senior staff members. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance said the authority’s 
combined award to eight chief officers of per¬ 
formance related pay of £102,000 was “total¬ 
ly unacceptable”. 

Cllr Paul Carter, KCC’s leader, defended the 
decision to pay the officers up to £14,000 on 
top of their salary for “excellent performance” 
in 2007-08, saying the council believed in 
rewarding excellence. 

A spokeswoman for the alliance said: “We 
think it’s totally unacceptable. There is 
absolutely no way senior employees should be 
awarded or should be taking bonuses in the 
current economic climate.” 

It comes as the organisation, which cam¬ 
paigns for lower taxes, revealed KCC is fifth 
highest nationally in terms of overall contri¬ 
butions to staff pensions schemes. 

The campaign group said that against a 
backdrop of deepening economic recession 
and huge financial burden on taxpayers 


councils were contributing £4.5 billion to 
Local Government Pensions Scheme (LGPS), 
excluding firefighters and teachers. 

KCC increased its contributions in 2007-08 
by 5.5 per cent, while in comparison 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council reduced 
their contribution by a quarter. 

The alliance has called for urgent reforms 
of the pensions scheme to bring the amount 
under control. 

Cllr Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet member for 
finance said: “As the largest shire authority in 
the country, it is inevitable KCC features 
highly compared to other local authorities. 

“However, the Taxpayers Alliance analysis is 
meaningless given that none of the local 
authorities in the list can do anything to influ¬ 
ence the pension costs. Local government 
employees are legally allowed to join the LGPS. 
Although the scheme is administered by KCC, 
the terms of the scheme are set by Government 
and we have to comply with them. 

‘We have consistently argued in recent 
years that the cost of pensions is too high but 


this was ignored in the new scheme which 
Government introduced in 2008.” 

Discontent over pay at KCC is growing, last 
week KOS Media reported on Kent Labour 
Party’s calls for a changes to KCC’s wage 
structure after members voted against a 
review into “fat cat” salaries earned by the 
likes of chief executive Peter Gilroy who 
rakes in more than £200,000 a year. 

During the budget meeting, angry KCC 
staff demonstrated outside County Hall in 
protest at their offer of a one per cent pay 
award. Members of the union Unison are con¬ 
sidering industrial action. 

In response to criticism over performance 
related pay, Cllr Carter said: “KCC has had the 
highest possible rating you can get - four stars 
- since 2002. Our chief officers manage over 
44,000 people. That is seven years of excellence 
managing a budget in excess of £2 billion and 
delivering services to 1.36 million residents.” 

He said chief officers had agreed to forego 
performance pay next year in recognition of 
the economic crisis.

Hospital waiting 
times to be cut

PLEDGES to raise the 
life expectancy of the 
most disadvantaged and 
to provide patients with 
shorter waiting times 
have been unveiled by 
health bosses. 

NHS South East Coast, the 
strategic health authority (SHA) 
for Kent, Surrey and Sussex, 
said people would wait an aver¬ 
age of less than nine weeks for 
planned hospital treatment 
under its ambitious plans for 
2009-10 launched on Friday 

Candy Morris, the SHA’s chief 
executive, said: “People have told 
us what matters to them and 
our operating framework sets 
out how we are going to meet 
their health and care needs. 

“Turning these pledges into a 
reality is a vital part of ensuring 
people have access to the highest 
possible quality of care wherever 
they receive treatment. 


“We know many people work¬ 
ing in the NHS are already 
delivering high-performing serv¬ 
ices, but there is more we can do 
to improve the quality of health 
and care for patients.” 

The launch of the new frame¬ 
work is the first stage in turning 
the 10-year regional vision, 
Healthier people, excellent care, 
into a reality she said. 

Further reductions in hospital 
acquired infections are included 
in this year’s plans as part of the 
SHA’s commitment to wipe out 
avoidable cases of the superbug 
MRS A by 2011. 

Over the next year, NHS staff 
will be working to raise the fife 
expectancy of the most disad¬ 
vantaged by 18 months, with an 
emphasis on people with severe 
mental illness. 

The SHA is the regional head¬ 
quarters of the NHS and pro¬ 
vides leadership, support and 
coordination to the local NHS 
organisations that commission 
and provide primary, acute, 
mental health services and 
ambulance services to the 4.2 
million people in Kent, Surrey 
and Sussex.

Police defend their 
hate crime stance 

KENT Chief Constable Mike Fuller has hit 
back at accusations the police have become 
obsessed with political correctness. 

The county’s force came under fire a fort¬ 
night ago for promoting a gay essay-writing 
competition for children as part of a month¬ 
long celebration of homosexual history. 

Then last week Gravesham MP Adam 
Holloway criticised an information booklet 
for immigrants that he said portrayed the peo¬ 
ple of Kent as being “racist, xenophobic and 
homophobic”. 

Today Mr Fuller has written an exclusive 
article for Kent on Sunday to explain that the 
force was reaching out to minority groups to 
ensure it was policing the entire community. 

He wrote: “We’ve spent years encouraging 
the victims of domestic abuse to have the con¬ 
fidence to report issues to us so we can deal 
with the crime involved.

THE aunty of Slumdog Millionaire star Dev 
Patel has spoken of her delight at the success 
of the film after it scooped eight Oscars, 
including best picture. 

Hillie Patel, who runs Bickers newsagents 
in Eastry, near Sandwich, said she is pleased 
that people can now see a different side of 
India to what is usually portrayed in 
Hollywood blockbusters.

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Parents’ fear of 
MMR jab fuels 
rise in number 
of measles cases 

HEALTH bosses are urging Kent parents to 
ensure their children are immunised as the 
number of measles cases across the county 
continues to grow, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

NHS West Kent has launched a campaign to 
highlight the importance of vaccines that pro¬ 
tect people from serious illnesses such as 
measles, mumps, rubella and meningitis C. 

Immunisation levels in the west of the 
county are too low, at between 70-80 per cent. 
They need to be up to 95 per cent for the whole 
community to be protected. 

Dr Declan O’Neil, the primary care trust’s 
assistant director of public health, said uptake 
of the combined measles, mumps and rubella 
(MMR) vaccine was rising, but was still only 
about 80 per cent. 

In Kent in 2008, there were 22 confirmed 
cases of measles, an increase on the previous 
year when there were just seven. 

Nationally, there were 1,348 cases of measles 
last year compared with 990 in 2007, the Health 
Protection Agency said earlier this month. 

In 1998, the year The Lancet published Dr 
Andrew Wakefield’s research which raised 
concerns about a possible link between the 
MMR triple vaccine and autism, there were 
only 56 cases. Subsequent research has found 
no link between MMR and autism. 

Some parents stopped giving their children 
the jab, which has been blamed for the grow¬ 
ing number of measles cases, including two in 
Kent schools this year. 

Emphasise 

Asked whether the affluence of west Kent 
has been a factor in its low uptake rates of 
MMR, Dr O’Neil said: “I’m not sure, but I can 
guess as well as you can. Certainly it is inter¬ 
esting that in the 11 years since that study 
there have been another 50 national and inter¬ 
national studies by experienced scientists and 
no one has been able to demonstrate that link.” 

But concerns over MMR persist. After KoS 
reported on the most recent outbreak of 
measles at a school in Sheemess, a reader 
asked why parents were not given the option 
of three separate injections. 

Dr O’Neil said: “There is no rationale for sep¬ 
arating them, other than to support a position 
we do not believe in. What I’d emphasise is the 
risk of not being immunised. I’m not scaring 
people, I’m trying to put the rational risk argu¬ 
ment across.” 

Dr James Thallon, the PCTs medical director, 
said: ‘When you have had a baby, your surgery 
will contact you by post to let you know when 
your child is due to have its vaccinations, so you 
can make an appointment. Your doctor or nurse 
will explain the immunisation process.”

life for gang 
of four who 
beat disabled 
man to death

FOUR men have been given 
life sentences for murdering a 
disabled man as punishment 
for him crashing one of their 
mothers’ cars. 

Ted Shaxted, 36, suffered several bro¬ 
ken ribs and a broken collarbone when 
he was viciously attacked at his 
Northfleet home on December 2, 2007, 
and died of multiple organ failure a fort¬ 
night later in hospital. 

His assailants Kelvin Horlock, 31, from 
Strood; Bill Saunders, 28, from Gravesend; 
Trevor Lees, 36, from Northfleet; and 
Marvin Service, 33, from Gravesend, were 
all found guilty of murder at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Wednesday. 

Mr Shaxted’s family were not in court 
to hear the verdicts, but released a state¬ 
ment to police after sentencing. 

It said: “Ted died as a result of a sense¬ 
less and brutal attack. He was a kind 
and loving brother and uncle and is sore¬ 
ly missed by all his family and friends. 

“Ted was a defenceless and disabled 
man who suffered health problems all his 
life. Despite this he chose to be independ¬ 
ent and was a popular member of the 
community. The investigation and trial 
have been a trying experience for us and 
we are relieved this ordeal is now over 
and those responsible have faced justice. 

“These men have deprived Ted of the 
life he deserved. We hope that in time 
they will understand the devastation 
they have caused by their actions.” 

Slumped 

The court heard how Mr Shaxted had 
spent the afternoon before the attack 
with Horlock’s aunt, who lived with 
Horlock’s mother. While drunk he stole 
the latter’s car keys, left the flat and 
drove away with her dog, only to crash 
into another vehicle shortly after. 

He was arrested by police and bailed to 
appear at a later date, but Horlock and 
his friends decided to take the law into 
their own hands first. 

The next day they burst into his flat 
and kicked and punched him all over his 
body. Ambulance staff were only notified 
later that evening when a neighbour 
noticed Mr Shaxted’s front door was 
broken and walked in to find him 
slumped on his sofa, covered in blood. 

Mr Shaxted refused to tell police who 
had assaulted him before he died and 
said he did not wish to press charges. 

However, after a year-long investiga¬ 
tion and with the help of the community 
his killers were brought to justice. 

Horlock must serve a minimum of 16 
years before becoming eligible for parole, 
Service and Saunders 14 years and Lees 
13 years and eight months.

Global reach of Kent’s 
‘European university’ 


The University of Kent markets 
itself as the UK’s European 
University. It has partnerships 
with colleges in Germany, Spain, 
Austria, France and for more 
than 10 years it has been run¬ 
ning its own small campus in the 
political heart of Europe. 

Reporter Ed Hill paid a visit 

ONE small floor of an office block in Brussels 
is a hive of academic achievement that reach¬ 
es out across the globe. 

This small institution caters for about 200 
students keen to make a career in the world of 
international politics and diplomacy. 

The city is the ideal location for the 
University of Kent’s School of International 
Studies due to its connection with many of the 
world’s largest political organisations such as 
the European Union and NATO. 

John Macgregor, dean of the school, said: “We 
have been here 10 years. It started with just a 


dozen students, so it has had tremendous 
growth.” 

The courses specialise in international rela¬ 
tions and law, as well as many other topics, 
and are aimed at postgraduates. 

Most of the students are from overseas, with 
the majority coming from the United States 
and Canada. 

Marty Gaal, 35, from Vancouver, said: “I had 
been living in Asia for years and needed to 
come back to do a PhD and I wanted to come 
to Europe. To find an English-speaking uni¬ 
versity in Brussels met all my requirements. 

“The course here has meant I have been able 
to make lots of contacts. I worked with the 
European Parliament and a consultancy firm. 
I have found it brilliant and advantageous in 
terms of the creative element and the academ¬ 
ic side.” 

The college has a close association with the

Belgium VUB University in the city. The MA 
courses generally run for one year and it has is 
has expanded its courses to include Conflict 


Analysis, International Economics and 
Migration Studies. Mr Macgregor said: “The 
institution was set up on the understanding 
that it would not be a drain on the university. 

The students have to pay about £13,000 for 
the course. This is probably the main reason 
that we do not have that many UK students 
apply.” 

Many of the North American students say 
the subject of Europe is something they want 
to learn more about. 

Mr Gaal said: “I knew about Brussels and 
Belgium, but initially it would not have been a 
place I would have thought of going to. Getting 
here and learning all about the European 
institutions it has been great and it has been 
ideal being here on the ground.” 

The University of Kent is looking to expand 
into Europe even more. It has just announced 
it is setting up courses in humanities for post¬ 
graduate students in Paris. 

Dr Karl Leydecker, Dean of the Faculty of 
Humanities said: “These new MA pro¬ 
grammes are an exciting addition to the facul¬ 
ty’s suite of taught Masters programmes in 
arts and humanities, and further strengthen 
our credentials as the UK’s European 
University.” 
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Breeder leaps to the defence of Bengal ‘Asbo’ cats 


Our pets are purrfect

CAT-LOVERS in Kent have leapt 
to the defence of a breed labelled 
‘dangerous’ and ‘anti-social’ by an 
animal trainer. 

Debbie Connolly, a pet behaviour specialist, 
has nicknamed Bengal cats the ‘Asbo cat’ and 
claimed the felines, which have wild ancestors, 
terrorised other pets in the neighbourhood. 
These cats can be dangerous and extremely 
anti-social,” she said. “These cats are not cute 
and fluffy. They will break into your house 
with the intention of killing your pets.” 

But Kent breeders have hit back and 
defended the breed, created by crossing an 
Asian Leopard Cat with a domestic cat. 

Bengal kittens are advertised for sale for 
more than £400 on the internet. Unlike other 
cats, they are said to like water and play fetch 
like a dog. 

Libby Norman, who runs Applegarth 
Bengals in Heme Bay, said: “They are won¬ 
derfully friendly, outgoing and loveable ani¬ 
mals. In 12 years [as a breeder] I have never 
had anyone who has any problems.” 

She said the cats lives in her house with 
her dogs and other animals and have never 
attacked any of them. 

Mrs Norman said one customer had 
bought a Bengal as a companion for his dis¬ 
abled wife. He told her the cat lives quite 
happily on his wife’s lap in her wheelchair. 

Ms Connolly, who runs an animal training 


website and appeared in the BBC’s Dog 
Borstal series, said one older woman had 
been kept a prisoner in her own chair due to 
fear of her Bengal cat. 

Jenny Chatfield, of Tedith Bengals in Deal, 
said: “We ran a boarding cattery and looked 
after a wide variety of cats, including some 
which displayed anti-social behaviour. 

“However, not one of the cats with behav¬ 
ioural problems was a Bengal. 

‘We fell in love with the beauty and tem¬ 
perament of the Bengal and resolved to 
breed and show Bengals when we retired. 

“Ours are treated as pets and we are fully 
aware of their individual temperaments and 
characters. Each cat is different. Some love 
other cats; others are happy being on their 
own or prefer human company, just like any 
other breed of cat. The only common theme is 


that the Bengal is full of energy, needs room 
to let off steam but is extremely loyal to its 
owner and loves its home.” 

She said it was wrong for Ms Connelly to 
judge an entire breed on the behaviour of 
one or two cats: “Yes, there might be the odd 
Bengal that displays anti-social tendencies, 
but this is true of all breeds,” she added. 

‘We have a tabby and white cross-breed 
tom cat that’s causing a nuisance, has 
attacked our neighbour’s cats and our 
Bengal and has tried to enter our house 
through the cat flap. However, we know this 
behaviour is unique to this particular cat 
and does not mean all tabby and white tom 
cats are dangerous.” 

A Kent RSPCA spokeswoman said the 
organisation in the county had never 
received any complaints about Bengals. 


Online fight to 
halt set up of 
sex offenders 
unit at prison 

AN ONLINE campaign has been launched to 
stop Maidstone Prison being turned into a sex 
offenders unit. 

Last month the Prison Service revealed the 
majority of inmates based in the prison in 
County Road, near to the town centre, will be 
sex offenders by June 30. 

More than 600 people have signed up to the 
Maidstone Prison Changed to a Sex Offender 
Unit - No Way group on social networking web¬ 
site Facebook. 

The group’s creator, Sharon Crawford, fears 
the inmates will be released into the commu¬ 
nity in Maidstone after they have served then- 
sentences. 

People have been leaving their opinions on 
the group’s message board, sharing their con¬ 
cerns as to where the offenders will be re¬ 
housed on release. 

One said: “Please spread them out across the 
country when they are released so Maidstone 
does not have to live in fear and worry for then- 
families.” 

In response, a prison service spokesman said: 
“Multi-Agency Public Protection Arrangements, 
established in 2001, bring together the police, 
probation, prison service and other relevant 
agencies to assess and manage the risk posed by 
sexual and violent offenders. MAPPA will dis¬ 
cuss and share all known information about an 
offender to identify potential risks to the public 
and then devise a risk management plan.” 

There will also be a small unit at the prison 
for foreign detainees waiting to be removed by 
the UK Border Agency. 
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Dementia carers live ‘on 


The terrible effects of dementia on a relationship have been pushed back into the public spotlight thanks to former 
newsreader John Suchet talking about his wife. He praised his Admiral nurse and appealed for more to be funded in 
this country. But this moving account of the dramatic change in his life is only one of thousands. Here JENNA PUDELEK 
speaks with a husband and a wife who have both watched their partners succumb to the traumatic illness. 


D ementia is often thought 
of as an illness that affects 
only the elderly but one 
carer has told how her hus¬ 
band was only 56 when he began to 
show symptoms. 

In the case of Jane Harlow and her husband, 
Mike, who live in east Kent, it took doctors and 
specialists three years to diagnose fronto-tem- 
poral dementia, a rare form of the condition. 

She said: “There was nothing joined up about 
the way we got the diagnosis for my husband.” 



As his behaviour and personality began to 
change at the end of 2004, Mr Harlow went to 
his GP several times but was told he was suf¬ 
fering from depression. 

“He had problems remembering people’s 
names then it became names of objects and 
words that are not used veiy often,” she said. 

“He became like someone with depression - 
withdrawn and anxious. I also do not know 
how long he was trying to cover it up.” 

But family and close friends who knew Mr 
Harlow were convinced he was not only 
depressed and Mrs Edwards had to push doc¬ 
tors to refer the couple to a neurologist.

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He was eventually diagnosed in March last 
year, but even then the specialist told the cou¬ 
ple there was nothing he could do and they 
were referred to an Admiral Nurse. 

Mrs Harlow said: “I felt I had no where to 
turn. Pat contacted me and she has helped us 
so much. She was someone to talk to who could 
answer all the questions we had. 

“When you are not under the specialist 
you cannot tap into the help that is around, 
but my husband actually now goes to a day 
centre in Canterbury. None of that would have 
happened without Pat.” 

She said before her husband became ill 
the couple had planned to enjoy an early 
retirement together, having worked hard all 
their lives to be able to afford it. 

There are five Admiral Nurses working 
across the county, with posts in east Kent ini¬ 
tially funded by Bupa, and another eight being 
recruited by Kent and Medway NHS and Social 
Care Partnership Trust, this year. 

The Harlow’s nurse, Pat Brown, is the

Admiral Nurse clinical lead in east Kent. 
She said early diagnosis of was important. 

“Delays can only be improved,” she said. “It 
does happen, unfortunately, and one of the tar¬ 
get areas in the Government’s national 
dementia strategy is early intervention where 
we are tiying to help by working with GPs. 

“People can get more information about how 
they want to go forward and look at options for 
certain treatments. They can understand how 
to live with dementia and look at quality of life 
issues. It is veiy important.” 

She said a lack of control over the situation 
can only increase a patient’s and their fami¬ 
ly’s anxiety. 

Admiral Nurses support carers by 
providing nursing advice, access to legal and 
financial information, emotional support, 
end-of-life care and bereavement coun¬ 
selling. They are supported by the national 
charity For Dementia. 

Mrs Harlow said her husband’s illness had 
worsened over the last year. 

“He cannot follow a conversation now and 
cannot relate veiy well to other people,” she 
said. “He is most happy in a fixed routine in 
his own home.” 

She added: “I think it is that you do not 
have the person that you had. It is like this 
grieving and losing them slowly over a long 
time. Even simple things like conversations 
in the home we cannot do that any more. It 
changes everything.” 

Mr Harlow is a private man and would not 
have wanted to take part in the article so the 
couple’s names have been changed to protect 
their identity.

‘The Admiral Nurses made 
me see things with clarity’ 


A N island of loneliness” 
is how one carer has 
described looking after 
and living with his wife, 
who had been diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

John Maxted, who lives in Smarden near 
Ashford, has paid tribute to the Admiral 
Nurses, specialists who support people 
that care for loved ones with dementia, for 
helping him through the loneliness of los¬ 
ing his wife, Shirley, to the devastating 
symptoms of dementia. 

Since his wife’s death in 2006, he has 
been helping to raise awareness about the 
work of the nurses and the charity, For 
Demetia, which supports them. 

“I learned a few things,” he said. “I used 
to be a bridge player and an investment 
man. I learned it is better to be prepared to 
invest one’s life and time into caring and in 
supporting one’s wife. 

“It is easier to cope with her frustrations 
if you have an absolutely unselfish atti¬ 
tude. That’s very important for people to 
know.” 

He told how little things had the poten¬ 
tial to spark annoyance, he said: “Things 
like laying the table for supper and then 
you come back and all the cutlery had 
been put away again. But if you just laugh 
at it, that is a much better solution. 

“The Admiral Nurses were able to make 
me see matters with greater clarity and as 
symptomatic of the disease - not things to 
get angry about.” 


Mrs Maxted became ill in the late 1990s 
and found the ordinary things she would 
have taken in her stride more difficult. 
She suffered mood changes and memory 
loss, but it was not until 2001 that she 
was diagnosed with middle-stage 
Alzheimer’s. She was 68. 

“Those years 2001 to 2003 were all dete¬ 
riorating years and I was glad to have the 
Admiral Nurses,” said Mr Maxted. 

“Not only were they professional and 
compassionate, but in some magic way I 
was able to talk to them about elements 
of our problems without any reserve, 
which I could never do with family or 
friends.” 

He spoke about the aspects of demen¬ 
tia that are particularly hard for carers, 
such as when his wife would wake up in 
the mornings not knowing who she was 
or who he was. 

He said: “I dreaded moving into the 
incontinence stage but when it came it 
wasn’t anything like I’d anticipated. 
Although, I would put these things on 
her and she would take them off again. 

“She was pretty conscious in her 
appearance until the end. I washed her 
hair and put it in rollers, which I was not 
prepared for, and the greatest frustra¬ 


tion was when I would finally have dressed 
her and found matching shoes and she 
would go and take it all off again. 

“It is funny really but they are also triggers 
for anger and that is to be avoided.” 

In the end, Mr Maxted had to make the tough 


decision to take his wife into a care home. 

He said: “I feel I would have had to come to 
a decision rather earlier if I had not had the 
help. In an island of loneliness you have got 
these two people who do help.” 

He said he now has about two or three peo¬ 
ple who have partners with dementia and the 
fist thing he does is put them in touch with the 
Admiral Nurses. 

The 78-year-old added: “There are lots of 
contacts now for information - For Dementia, 
the Alzheimer’s Society and if you look it up on 
the web there’s lots of information but that 
does not replace the human touch, does it?” 
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^ EARLIER this month we saw 
a number of comments in the 
media about our approach to 
diversity.

There is now a significant invest¬ 
ment in Neighbourhood Policing, 
ensuring that we are dealing with 
the antisocial behaviour issues that 
affect us all. We also have more offi- 
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to 


cers checking sex offenders 
ensure they are not a threat. 

Everyone is suffering economic 
pressure at the moment and that is 
why we are continually looking at 
ways to deliver value for money and 
put more officers on the streets. 

Our new business centre in north 
Kent, and our cooperation in shar¬ 
ing some services with Essex 
Police, means we have managed 
to make savings of more than 
£2 million. This means the Kent 
Police Authority makes one of the 
lowest charges of any shire force in 
the country.

The Stephen Lawrence Enquiry 
was a watershed for policing and 
rightly caused us to take steps to 
ensure we were listening and 
responding to the concerns of those 
who are often overlooked in our 
society.

We’ve spent years encouraging 
the victims of domestic abuse to 
have the confidence to report issues 
to us so we can deal with the crime 
involved.

Kent Police is rightly proud of its 
track record in responding to the 
needs of its diverse community, but 
we’re equally proud of tracking 
down and locking up robbers, drug 
dealers, rapists and murderers.

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I T HAS been 15 months since 
the last direct train to 
Brussels from Ashford ran on 
the high-speed rail link. 

Many thought the service would never 
return as Eurostar strongly promoted its 
new station at Ebbsfleet. But after a deter¬ 
mined campaign by local travellers and 
politicians Eurostar has offered the olive 
branch of one scheduled return service per 
day to the Belgium capital. 

As the gaggle of bleary-eyed journalists 
and the great and the good of the region 
came together at Ashford’s International 
Station to catch the early morning train we 
were entertained by a jazz band to send us 
off on our journey. 

The eagerly anticipated service arrived at 
6.27am at platform four of Ashford 
International Station. 

In just minutes we were in the Channel 
Tunnel, which is now fully repaired after the 
fire which caused extensive damage last 
September. The train whisked us to 
Brussels in just under two hours. 

Eurostar needs to work hard to convince 
sceptical passengers from east Kent that it 
really does believe Ashford is an integral 
part of it services to the Continent. Many 
feel the facilities are chronically underused, 
but it is said around 30 passengers need to 
get on the train at the station to 
make a direct service from Ashford 
on the route viable. 


Brussels 
route has 
to prove 
its worth 

AFTER a high-profile campaign to restore 
direct trains from Ashford International Station 
to Brussels, Eurostar began a renewed service 
on Monday. ED HILL joined the campaigners 
on the long-awaited trip to the Belgium capital

Tunde Olatunji, from Passenger 
Focus - a lobbying group supporting 
passenger interests in the UK - said: 
“Originally losing this service may 
have been the best thing.

A cheerful Pascal Smets, the city’s 
minister of transport, seemed happy 
to see us and says Belgium people 
are keen to find out more about Kent. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
commercial businesses. It will also 
give Belgian people more chance to 
get to know Kent. 

“It needs to be promoted in the

right way as Kent is an area they do 
not really know a great deal about,” 
he told me. 

After a photo call at the huge rear 
entrance to the European Parliament 
we were taken to the Kent County 
Council’s office in the city. 

The restoration of the direct serv¬ 
ice is seen as vital to enhancing the 
counties business ties with Europe. 

KCC took the opportunity to 
announce a new memorandum 
signed with partners in France and 


Holland to create a new European 
network of regions. 

Tourism is seen as the best way to 
make international train routes suc¬ 
cessful. Fares from Ashford start at 
£59 return and allow customers to 
travel through to any station in 
Belgium and access the expanding 
high speed train network through¬ 
out Europe. 

But the business sector remains 
the foundation on which a profitable 
service will be built and Eurostar 
has promised that it will launch a 
new marketing campaign.

How to avoid hang -up s in 
a mobile phono minefield 


TRADING Standards officials 
are warning people to avoid being 
ripped off by mobile phone com¬ 
panies, writes Chris Murphy. 

Almost 90 per cent of people in the UK 
now own a mobile, but finding the right way 
of paying for one is a minefield. 

With a huge number of offers and tariffs to 
choose from, it can be easy to be saddled 
with enormous costs, say Kent Trading 
Standards. 

They said with the excitement of getting a 
new phone with all the bells and whistles, it 
can be easy to be swept along and tricked 
into signing up to features you won’t use but 
still have to pay for. 

Some deals, they said, may turn out to be 
plain misleading. 

It has been a decade since the first phones 
offered email and web access and the 
demand for increasingly advanced technolo¬ 
gies means more people are upgrading to 
new models and signing new contracts. 

Consumer Direct, which works alongside 
Trading Standards, received over 31,000 
calls relating to mobile phones last year, 
making it one of the top reasons for people 
to call the helpline. 

Now officers are offering advice to people 
thinking of signing up for a new deal. 

County council cabinet member for com¬ 
munities Cllr Mike Hill said: “The attraction 
of a new phone can be very tempting, partic¬ 
ularly for young people keen to have the lat¬ 
est technology. Before signing on the dotted 



line, it is important to check the small print 
and ask for clear details to avoid spending 
unnecessarily and agreeing to the wrong 
service.” 

There are many ways to protect yourself 
from unexpected bills. For instance a pay- 
monthly contract generally lasts from 12 to 
18 months, so it is important to always 
check what cancellation rights there are as 
some retailers offer a cooling-off period, 
meaning the contract can be cancelled with¬ 
in a specified time. If purchasing a phone 
from an internet retailer, there is an auto¬ 
matic right to cancel the contract and return 
the phone within seven days of receiving it. 


Also, customers may be offered an incen¬ 
tive such as cashback when taking out a pay 
monthly contract. 

This can be claimed throughout the dura¬ 
tion of the contract and it is important to 
ask for clear instructions on how and when 
to make a claim and always check the terms 
and conditions. 

Money can be saved getting a used phone, 
but check that the special IMEI number 
stored electronically on the phone matches 
the number on the sticker on the back of the 
handset. This number is like the vehicle 
identification number of a car and is differ¬ 
ent from the registration number. 

Some companies make 'cold calls’ trying to 
sell more upgrades. Some of these may not 
be what you might expect, so be very wary. 

They may say they are from a known 
mobile phone operator and that the cus¬ 
tomer is entitled to a free upgrade, whereas 
in fact they are getting people to sign up for 
a new contract, separate to the existing one. 

This may result in having two contracts 
running concurrently possibly without the 
option to cancel them. 

If you have a complaint, and your mobile 
company won’t help, go to the Office of 
Telecommunications Ombudsman or the 
Communications and Internet Services 
Adjudication Scheme.

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Dad’s tribute 
to tragic tot

THE devastated father of tragic 
toddler Rebecca Hopper has writ¬ 
ten an emotional online tribute to 
his “little angel”. 

Andrew Hopper, 38, 
from Chatham, posted 
the touching note to 
work colleagues last 
week - just days after 
Rebecca, who would 
have turned three this 
week, plunged into the 
sea at Folkestone. 

It has emerged that 
married Mr Hopper 
took his hands off 
Rebecca’s buggy to 
kiss his mistress, co¬ 
worker Paula Anderson. Mr Hopper and wife 
Sarah, 35, are thought to be trying to save 
their marriage for the sake of their two sons 


Joseph, 10, and Lewis, eight months. 

Writing on the BAE Systems intranet site 
last week, Mr Hopper thanked his Rochester 
colleagues for their kind messages of support 
and included a link to a picture of Rebecca. 

He wrote: “First of all I would like to thank 
you all for your support during this very dif¬ 
ficult time for my family. 

“Rebecca was our little angel, sweet, caring 
and fun to be with, and anyone who met her 
or heard me talk about her will agree with 
me wholeheartedly. She was also a little 
troublemaker and starting to get into every¬ 


thing, just like any other two-year-old. At 
this time we think we may be sending 
‘Beckles’ off during the first week of March 
but I will let you know soon. Once again 
heartfelt thanks go to you all, my other fam¬ 
ily here at BAE Systems.” 

Rebecca died on February 15 after being 
blown into the sea with her baby brother. 
The toddler was strapped in a double buggy 
with Lewis when they plunged 15ft off a 
coastal path. Mr Hopper and Ms Anderson 
both dived into the chilly water to rescue the 
children, helped by passers-by. 


Witness Jeremy Francis, 54, said: “I was by 
my boat and suddenly this woman came 
running over saying she thought someone 
had gone in the sea. 

“I went over to the edge of the water and 
there were six members of the public trying 
to fish all four of them out. 

“We managed to get the little girl out. She 
was lying face down in the water and wasn’t 
breathing. Two people tried giving her 
mouth-to-mouth. The little boy was breath¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Francis, of Purley, south London, 
added: “I took the girl in my arms but she 
was blue and wasn’t breathing. 

“The dad was hysterical and screaming, 
‘My children. My babies. What am I going to 
do?’ It was quite an awful scene.” 

Rebecca was airlifted to hospital in London 
in a critical condition but died later that 
night. Lewis was taken to the William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford and treated for 
hypothermia.

Right-wing p arty denies illegal use of 
Dame Vera’s iconic White Cliffs song 



THE British National Party has denied 
claims it illegally used Dame Vera Lynn’s 
wartime song the White Cliffs of Dover on a 
patriotic album. 

Members of the right-wing party reacted 
after reports that “forces’ sweetheart” Dame 
Vera, 91, had consulted solicitors after her 
iconic World War Two song was included on 
an album being sold by website Excalibur - a 
trading arm of the BNP. Spokesman Andrew 
McBride denied his party had produced the 


album - which is a collection of 1940s songs - 
and said they were simply selling it on the 
site. He said: “We have not stolen this song. 
We didn’t produce this album, we are just 
selling it through Excalibur Dame Vera has¬ 
n’t criticised the BNP, there’s just been a mis¬ 
understanding with copyright, but this has 
nothing to do with us. I find it offensive that 
people have made up this absolute lie.” 

The album, which is named after Dame 
Vera’s song, is priced £4.95 when bought 


online at Excalibur, with a portion of the 
money going towards party funds. 

According to reports, Dame Vera, who lives 
in East Sussex, consulted solicitor Nigel 
Angel, stating the BNP had not approached 
her for approval. Mr Angel said the singer 
does not align with any party. 

Mr McBride said: “This started because 
someone wants to make us look bad. There 
seems to be a conspiracy. We are not idiots 
and we don’t break laws.”

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Teachers go back 
to school to raise 
standards in class

A TEACHER for teachers has 
been employed to help raise stan¬ 
dards at a Kent boarding school. 

Former Ofsted inspector David Taylor will 
sit in on lessons and provide feedback to col¬ 
leagues in his new role as “teaching and 
learning coach” at Sutton Valence School, 
near Maidstone. 

Mr Taylor, who graduated from Oxford and 
has worked around the world as an educa¬ 
tional consultant, said the post was created 
with pupils’ best interests at heart. 

He said: “I’ve been a school governor for 
about the last four-and-a-half years and one 
of the things we came up with was for me to 
look at the lessons and discuss what I saw 
with senior management... and to be there 
for the teachers in a coaching and mentoring 
capacity. I’ve been doing the job since 
September and have reviewed the lessons of 
every teacher, and I’m now following it up by 
working with the heads of departments. It’s 
all about raising standards as high as we can 
possibly get them and enhancing the class¬ 
room experience.” 

The National Union of Teachers’ divisional 


secretary for Kent, John Walder, said he wel¬ 
comed the initiative as long as the school’s 
teachers were happy with it. 

He said: “There would need to be feedback 
and by that I mean meaningful feedback, not 
Ofsted comments such as ‘good’ or ‘satisfacto¬ 
ry’. The teachers would need to be told what 
they did well, and what they could do better.” 

Mr Taylor, who is also a fellow of the Royal 
Society of Arts, said he was taking every pre¬ 
caution to ensure teachers did not feel 
imposed upon: “I think when the idea was 
announced there was quite a degree of cau¬ 
tion because it wasn’t something they were 
used to and because they knew of my Ofsted 
inspector background. 

“But I wanted to generate a sense of trust 
and for people to not be afraid to share things 
with me. There may still be some doubters 
but on the whole the teachers seem to have 
welcomed the opportunity for discussion. 

“I’m not there to give the teachers marks 
out of 10. It’s about making sure the pupils 
are getting the best out of their lessons.” 

Head teacher Joe Davies said Mr Taylor’s 
appointment was to help maximise the tal¬ 
ents of the school’s teachers. 

He added: “We believe learning is a contin¬ 
uous process, not just for our students but 
our teachers as well... David’s appointment is 
a clear demonstration of our commitment to 
improve standards even further.”

Walk safe in Maidstone

Switch off and stay safe 

If you’re a pedestrian in Maidstone, even if it’s just walking from 
the car park to the office, there’s a road safety campaign going on 
that’s aimed at you. 

The road safety team at Kent Highway Services is running an awareness campaign to make pedestrians - 
especially younger ones - take out earphones and switch off their mobile phones while walking near 
traffic and crossing the road. Being distracted at the point of making a crucial decision, like when to 
cross, can have fatal consequences. 

The campaign’s called Walk Safe and we’re using a mixture of temporary roadside posters, bus 
advertising and A 4 flyers to target areas in Maidstone where there is a lot of pedestrian movement. 
The posters contain a reflective strip and we’ve placed them in areas to catch the light and make them 
more noticeable. The posters are mainly being used around secondary schools to target students, 
who often walk to and from school listening to music or using their phones. 

We’re running the campaign in Maidstone because it has one of the county’s highest traffic volumes, 
as well as being one of the most populated districts - a combination that means there is an increased 
chance of pedestrian injury. 

The timing of this campaign is very deliberate too. Statistics show that February is the peak month for 
all pedestrian injuries in Maidstone and the peak time is between 3 pm and 5 pm. Those most likely to 
be injured as pedestrians are students aged 11 to 16 . 

If the boards are effective, they could be rolled out to other parts of the county later this year. 


Using trees in road design 


Tree planting along roads can serve a number of functions. 

Those planted along urban streets can provide shade for pedestrians, soften the 
monotony of surrounding buildings, reduce dust and other airborne pollution 
and counteract the heat island effect that occurs in extensive built up areas. 
Large individual trees have long been important landmarks in villages and 
towns, near places of gathering or worship and often near significant routes 
or crossroads. Nowadays, large trees can help us find our way around by 
becoming familiar ‘markers’ in our mental map of road networks that can 
otherwise look very similar. 

A common use of trees in road design is in the creation of avenues where 
lines of trees on either side define the route, often leading the eye to a 
distant focal point. Historic country estates often have grand avenues of 
beech, lime or chestnut lining their approach roads with the grand manor, a 
monument or a folly forming a focal point in the distance. 

A line of single species trees can either give unity to a jumble of unrelated 
building styles or complement the ‘rhythm’ created by the repetition of similar 
architecture along a street. Even just two trees, carefully placed, can frame an 
important or attractive view which might otherwise be missed by the passer-by. 
Highway tree planting can also help to provide local distinctiveness; a group 
of Corsican pine for example will often be found near seaside towns and 
break up the monotony of a long road by adding nuances of colour and 
height to the landscape.

Big switch off for 
ITV’s ‘local’ news

HUNDREDS of TV viewers across 
Kent have vowed to switch ofFITV 
after the station merged three 
news areas into one. 

The ITV Meridian South East show has 
been combined with the Thames Valley 
and South shows into a single “pan-regional” 
broadcast. 

The super region reaches a population of 
eight million people, 12 county councils, 86 
MPs, 60 district councils - from Dover to 
Oxford and Medway to Portsmouth - and 
seven international airports. 

Kent viewers have taken to ITV’s message 
board in their hundreds to complain about 
the move. 

Angela Fyfe, one of more than 500 viewers to 
hit out at the new show online, wrote: “The 
news area covered now is far too large. 

“Nobody in the Kent area is interested in 
Southampton, West Sussex and so on and I am 
quite sure all viewers feel the same. 

“You will lose many loyal local news watchers 
by these changes, please think again.” 

That Ginger Gu/ added: “Cringeworthy 
television at its best. I don’t bother with ITV 
for news anymore. 

“It’s dreadful that you thought saving

money by making local news no longer local 
or watchable.” 

‘PGC’ wrote: “I have tried to be patient and 
give the new look programme a chance. But 
I’m afraid it has lost not only its identity, it has 
also lost its sparkle, personality and charm. 

“The audience is there for a local news 
programme - but this isn’t it. If ITV want to 
save money, this is not the answer, why drive 
your audience away? 

“Far better to look at better ways to raise 
the necessary revenue - there is no way 
potential sponsors or advertisers will be 
attracted to an unwatchable programme. 


“It is not rocket science. 

“People in Portsmouth don’t want to hear 
about Oxford or Kent and vice versa - please 
give us all back a programme we all want.” 

ITV’s online editor Jonathan Marland said 
the combined ITV Meridian news bulletin - 
with east and west segments - have come as 
a results of “economic realities”. 

He wrote on the ITV website: “The changes 
have all been made against a background of 
massive upheaval in British broadcasting. In 
a nutshell, ITV had an obligation to make 
regional news as part of the original condi¬ 
tions of its broadcasting licence. 

“But those conditions have been relaxed as 
a result of the huge number of digital 
stations now competing for advertising 
revenue, and the credit squeeze. 

“This is all part of a big national debate 
about public service broadcasting, and who 
should pay for it. The problem is that PSB 
is expensive and cannot be maintained on a 
purely commercial basis. 

“The BBC is obviously paid for by the 
licence fee, but other PSB providers are 
asking for either separate funding or to be 
released from their obligations. 

“The Government is promising to come 
up with a solution soon. In the meantime, 
economic realities have forced changes across 
the whole PSB landscape.”

Topping out ceremony as renovation ends at Churchill’s home

THE completion of repairs 
to the former home of Sir 
Winston Churchill will be 
celebrated with a topping- 
out ceremony this weekend. 

Randolph Churchill, the great 
grandson of Britain’s best-loved 
Prime Minister, will finish off the 
£500,000 re-roofing project at 
Chartwell, Sevenoaks, by laying the 
last of 30,000 new tiles on Sunday. 

Repairs to the historic property 
were necessary after it sprung sev¬ 
eral leaks, which led to owners the 
National Trust taking the opportu¬ 
nity to spruce up other areas in 
need of attention such as the weath¬ 
er vane and chimney stacks. 

Property manager Philippa 
Rawlinson said: “Churchill bought 
Chartwell because he had been moved 
from one place to another when he 
was a child and he wanted somewhere 
his family could always call home. 

“They had many happy times here 
and it was the place where Churchill 
worked and entertained. It was 
important to him, therefore it’s very 
important to us as well. 

“After he died in 1965, the 
National Trust worked closely with 


his wife Clementine to present the 
house to the public how she remem¬ 
bered it in its heyday That’s why it 
contains original furniture and 
memorabilia and why it’s so warm 
and homely inside.” 

Churchill, who led the UK during 
the World War Two, bought 
Chartwell in 1922 when he was 
serving as the Conservatives’ 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

After moving into 10 Downing 
Street, the property became virtual¬ 
ly unused due to Kent’s proximity to 
German-occupied France and its 
vulnerability to air-strike. 

However, the family moved back to 
Chartwell at the end of the conflict 
and remained there until Churchill’s 
death about two decades later. 

All of the new tiles for the proper¬ 


ty were hand-made by a family-run 
company who have been producing 
tiles the traditional way for more 
than 400 years. 

The Sussex firm took just three 
days to complete the mammoth 
Chartwell order, while 600 of the 
tiles were signed by members of the 
public in exchange for a donation 
towards the cost. 

Mrs Rawlinson said: “We’ve 
replaced the whole roof because the 
last time any work was done was 
just after Churchill bought the 
home in the 1920s, and even then it 
still leaked in places. 

“The National Trust is here forev¬ 
er and for everybody, and it was 
important we kept the property in a 
good state and gave it some much- 
needed TLC.”

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Kent find themselves on a 
sticky wicket over finances 


A STRING of major off-the-field 
commercial blows have left Kent 
Cricket Club chiefs counting the 
cost as they recorded a £706,536 
loss last year. 

The figures, released on Monday, reveal the 
hefty pre-tax operating losses for the year to 
October 31,2008. 

It will come as the latest blow to the club 
which has already seen the recession smash 
for six its ambitious multi-million pound 
plans to redevelop its St Lawrence Ground on 
the Old Dover Road. 

In addition to those plans being forced to be 
put on hold - having already cost the club a 
cool £1 million in architects fees and obtain¬ 
ing planning permission - seven staff 
members were made redundant. 

Club chairman George Kennedy described 
the results as “extremely disappointing”. 

Ironically, it comes after the club had one of 
its more successful campaigns on the pitch. 

It reached the final of the two major domes¬ 
tic one-day competitions - although lost out 
in both - which helped smash budgets for 
match day revenue. 

However, the season did end on a disap¬ 
pointing note when the club were relegated 
from the County Championship for the first 
time in its history. 

The club’s honorary treasurer, Alister 
Dunning, said: “At the time our budgets were 
prepared we, in common with people eveiy- 
where, did not forsee the extent of the econom-

ic downturn awaiting us. The final stage in 
securing planning permission was signed in 
January 2008, so by the time we hoped to 
sign the agreement with our partners the 
downturn was already starting to take effect. 

“We spent around £lm on getting our plan¬ 
ning permission through and this sum is 
shown in the capital account. 

“This is money we have had to find, but that 
figure does not take into account the values of 
those three plots of land [the Bat and Ball 
field, practice area and potential hotel plot] 
which have considerably increased now that 
planning permission is in place.” 

In addition to the plans for the ground 
stalling due to the economic downturn and 
collapse of the housing market there have 
been other knock-on effects. 

Shortfall 

It says it saw expected sponsorship pay¬ 
ments fall short to the tune of £100,000 from 
the redevelopment partners and projected 
interest on capital receipts of around £125,000. 

A damp summer also had a damaging 
effect, with the weather hitting 14 days play 
during home games, with a resultant drop in 
gate receipts, catering spend and profits from 
the club’s shops. 

Though the Spitfires reached two one-day 
finals - the Twenty20 Cup and Friends 
Provident Trophy - the additional knock-out 
games led to an increase in team bonuses, 


travel and hotel costs. A decline in member¬ 
ship also led to a £20,000 shortfall in budget. 

Match receipts went up by £80,000 - some 
£60,000 ahead of budget - but that figure 
was eroded by player bonuses and added 
travel costs. 

Health and Safety issues at Canterbury 
and Beckenham led to unbudgeted mainte¬ 
nance costs in the region of £50,000 and, for 
the first time in many seasons, marketing 
income fell to £465,000 (£100,000 under 
budget) including a significant shortfall in 
profits from the club’s retail outlets. 

Physiotherapy clinic profits and those from 
the Kent Academy Sports Centre were also 
slightly down. 

Players’ salary costs increased to £ 1.49m 
(£130,000 over budget) which included ECB 
prize money whilst coaching costs increased 
by £12,000. 

The club has responded to the recession by 
downsizing and restructuring its manage¬ 
ment and marketing departments with the 
overall loss of seven jobs. The club’s bank bor¬ 
rowing has also been re-structured. 

Club chairman, George M Kennedy, said: 
“The results are extremely disappointing. 
However, I promised we would examine our 
budget for this year more accurately to reflect 
our business needs. That budget has now 
been agreed by committee and should result 
in an outcome closer to break even.” 

Kent members will have their opportunity 
to discuss the figures at the club’s AGM to be 
held in the Harris Room at the St Lawrence 
Ground on Monday, March 16.

School left to foot 
bill after flooding 

A SCHOOL is facing a £50,000 clean-up bill 
as council chiefs are refusing to cover the 
cost of flood damage - despite having failed 
to pump away the water. 

More Park Roman Catholic School in 
West Mailing was swamped with several 
inches of floodwater during the torrential 
rainfall earlier this month. 

But school bosses were stunned to be told 
Kent County Council could only pay £2,000 
towards the contents and property damage. 

Headteacher Carol Smith discovered the 
flooding when she arrived at the school on 
Monday, February 9. 

After calling KCC a highways team 
pumped away the water from the road, which 
was being splashed on to the school each time 
a car travelled past. But Ms Smith says the 
team left before 5pm without draining the 
school site - leaving its classrooms exposed. 

In response a KCC spokesman said a 
tanker was sent shortly after 5pm to find 
the school gate closed, so could not drain the 
site. The school caretaker disputes this. 

County councillor Trudy Dean has asked 
asked Keith Ferrin, the county council’s 
cabinet member for environment, highways 
and waste, to foot the bill for the damage. 

KCC has general arrangements for insur¬ 
ing Voluntary Aided Schools and the cover 
they provide is limited to such things as 
sports pavilions, and the first £2,000 of 
damage to property and contents.

Husband and wife team Darren Bennett and Lilia Kopylova 
introduced 500 pupils aged between five and 16 from schools in 
Bromley to the cha cha cha and jive on Tuesday as part of the 
pilot project.

It comes after the BBC’s Strictly Come Dancing television 
show has thrust ballroom into the spotlight. Mr Bennett, said: 


“Through the popularity of Strictly Come Dancing combined 
with the participation of sports celebrities such as Darren 
Gough, Mark Ramprakash and Matt Dawson - who all took it 
very seriously and achieved great success in the series - boys 
are seeing ballroom and Latin dance in a new light. If their 
sporting heroes can do it, then so can they.” 

Essentially Dance will see 52 teachers and classroom assis¬ 
tants trained to provide the dancing lessons over the next three 
months. 

The success of the scheme, which is being piloted in 26 
schools in Darwen near Blackburn, Salford, Rotherham, 
Bromley and Falmer near Brighton, will be evaluated by 
Roehampton University for a report due in May.

SPORTS science academics have discovered 
Wii Fit is the most popular form of home exer¬ 
cise for Kent residents. 

The bizarre conclusion that a video game con¬ 
sole, which uses motion-sensing hand con¬ 
trollers, is the way more people get fit at home 
will come as a surprise to gyms across the coun¬ 
ty. 

Dr Gill Perkins and Dr Ian Swaine, from 
Canterbury Christ Church University, conduct¬ 
ed a survey of 300 people during the Ideal 
Home Exhibition at the County Showground. 

They discovered that Wii Fit was the most 
popular form of home exercise, followed by 
home gym equipment and exercise DVDs,

although most people who use Wii Fit only do 
so once a week. 

They also found people tended to do more 
physical activity outside of the home. 

Forty-four per cent of those surveyed said 
they were aware of guidelines for activity for 
health. Most said they obtained advice about 
physical activity or weight loss from health spe¬ 
cialists or the internet, rather than magazines 


or television. Dr Perkins said: “It is surprising 
how many people in Kent use their homes to 
keep themselves physically active. Wii Fit is a 
particular favourite, with many people regular¬ 
ly using home-gym equipment and exercise 
DVDs. But it’s not all about equipment - people 
are keen on getting active in the garden, too. 

“Kent residents are even more active outside 
of their homes. Popular activities include walk¬ 
ing and cycling, with many making regular vis¬ 
its to the gym. 

“The people we spoke to were well-informed, 
with the internet being a popular source of 
information. However, there is still a significant 
minority who do very little physical activity.”

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Final bag of high street store’s pick ’n’ mix fetches £14.500 on eBay

A BAG of sweets sold online for 
£14,500 was the result of a last- 
minute pick ’n’ mix by a former 
Woolworths worker from Kent. 

Before losing his job as manager of the 
retailer’s Petts Wood branch in Bromley, Ed 
Adams decided to gather the last remain¬ 
ing cola bottles, white 
mice and pineapple 
cubes before auctioning 
them for charity on 
eBay. 

Certified by adminis¬ 
trators Deloitte as the 
very last bag of 
Woolworths sweets, bid¬ 
ding started at 99p but 
soon rocketed into the 
thousands of pounds 
before last Saturday’s 
noon deadline. 

The money raised has 
now been donated to the 
Retail Trust, a charity 
that supports the indus¬ 
try’s workforce. 

Mr Adams said: “I 
spotted at least a bag’s 
worth of pick ‘n’ mix was 
left in the counter just 
before I closed the shop for the last time. 

“I am proud and excited to see such an 
enormous sum has been raised for the last 
bag of Woolworths sweets. “The Retail 
Trust is a fantastic organisation that has 
helped so many people. Being made redun¬ 
dant was hard to take, but knowing there is 
help out there gives you comfort. 


“I know the money will help support oth¬ 
ers who may suffer redundancy in the 
weeks and months to come.” 

The sweets, which were showcased for 10 
days on eBay, attracted a huge amount of 
interest with about 3,900 surfers keeping 
an eye on the bidding. Among those who 
placed an offer were Shop Direct owners 
Sir David and Sir Frederick Barclay, who 
earlier this month purchased the 
Woolworths name with visions of relaunch¬ 
ing it as an online retailer. 

An eBay spokesman said: “The amount of 
interest this auction 
generated reflects the 
popularity of the iconic 
Woolworths brand and 
reinforces eBay as a 
barometer of people’s 
passions. We are very 
excited by the result.” 

The Retail Trust was 
established in 1832 and 
is now championed by 
many of the industry’s 
leading figures, includ¬ 
ing Bhs owner Sir Philip 
Green and Marks & 
Spencer chief Sir Stuart 
Rose. 

The charity’s annual 
ball, which took place in 
January, raised a record 
£1.1 million. 

A Deloitte spokesman 
said: ‘We consented to 
the sale of the sweets for the benefit of the 
Retail Trust. We are pleased to be support¬ 
ing this worthwhile cause and hope the 
proceeds will make a difference to those 
workers helped by the charity.” 
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Cigarette smuggler is jailed 
after driving through port 


A TRUCKER who smuggled more than 
seven million cigarettes into the UK through 
Dover has been jailed for five years. 

The 45-year-old tried to drive straight 
through the Eastern Docks with the load 
which would have deprived the Treasury of 
about £1 million in duty. 

Maidstone Crown Court was told that on 
January 27, 2006, Customs officers tried to 
intercept a lorry which had arrived on a ferry 
from Calais. 

The vehicle failed to stop and drove out of 
the docks. After a search of the area, the 
truck - minus its trailer - was found in a 
layby on the A256 Sandwich Road. 

The driver, Manuel Alves Alves, of Birbeck 
Road, Beckenham, was in the cab and said 
he had dropped the trailer at the northbound 


M2 Medway services. The service station was 
searched but the trailer was not found. 
Officers then discovered the abandoned trail¬ 
er at the Adelaide Cafe on the A258, seven 
miles from the layby in which he was parked. 

The trailer was searched and the cigarettes 
were found hidden in the load. The revenue 
evaded amounted to £1,080,792. 

Malcolm Bragg of HM Revenue & Customs 
said: “This is not a harmless tax fiddle. It 
cheats the Government of revenue which can 
be used to fund public services such as 
schools and hospitals.” 

Alves Alves was found guilty and jailed for 
five years for smuggling, plus two further 
sentences of nine months each for money 
laundering offences. 

All three sentences are to run concurrently.

Exhibition in honour 
of artist’s dead wife

A FATHER-of-seven whose chil¬ 
dren helped him and each other 
cope with the tragedy of their 
mother’s death is holding an exhi¬ 
bition in her memory. 

Jane Peckham-Cooper was killed in a road 
accident in 2002, but her husband, five sons 
and two daughters refused to feel sorry for 
themselves for too long and instead turned 
their despair into motivation. 

Her elder children are now employed in 
well-paid jobs, while the younger ones are 
doing well with their education and look set 
to follow in their siblings’ footsteps. 

Ahead of the exhibition at Gallery 118 in 
Notting Hill, west London, Mrs Peckham- 
Cooper’s widower Trevor paid tribute to his 
much-loved wife. 

The Edenbridge resident said: “She was an 
amazing lady - a very beautiful and bubbly 
person. You name it, she had it. 

“Our children have been exceptional con¬ 
sidering what they had to go through. When 
something like that happens, there are two 



ways you can go - you can either fall apart 
or you can pick yourself up and go for it. 

“My father was a squadron leader in the 
RAF who fought in World War Two, so we 
must have picked something up from him 
because we all went for it. 

‘We all dug deep into our reserves, all vow¬ 
ing that we would make our lives a testa¬ 
ment to Jane. My personal vow was to 
ensure she would always be remembered 
firstly by her children’s achievements and in 
my case by creating a unique, contemporary 
art collection for and inspired by her.” 


Mr Peckham-Cooper left art college in 
1958 with an NDD Honours in graphic 
design, and honed his craft during lunch 
breaks at the advertising firm he joined soon 
thereafter. 

Although some of his paintings were 
bought by American galleries for up to 
£2,500 a time, he soon gave up the hobby to 
concentrate on his career until his wife’s 
death years later. 

The exhibition, which runs from March 16 
to 21, will raise money for the children’s 
bereavement charity Winston’s Wish. 

Mr Peckham-Cooper said: “A lot of my 
paintings are more ‘out there’ than some 
people are accustomed to, but I think there 
is some exciting stuff there and I am usual¬ 
ly quite hard on myself.” 

In 2005, Mr Peckham-Cooper’s son Roper 
received a Diana Award - named after the 
late Princess of Wales - for his services to 
charity and the community. 

Following the death of his mother he 
become the youngest person to cycle solo 
from Land’s End to John O’Groats at just 14.

since 1918 and he has fought 
tirelessly to enhance the life of 
local producers by negotiating to 
get local goods into local super¬ 
markets. But as the supermar¬ 
kets’ power grows, and profit 
margins for suppliers are 
squeezed beyond viable means, 
he believes the winds of change 
are beginning to blow through 
the food chain. 

He explained: “I believe by 
supplying foodforkent.co.uk we 
are helping redesign the food 
supply chain in Kent.

If the 
oil ran out we’d be completely 
stuck. But we can change this. 

“Look at France. They hardly 
know there’s a recession there. 
They all drive French cars, holi¬ 
day in France, eat French food, 
drink French wine. The national 
economy supports itself. 

“If we did that in Kent - if we 
visit the tourist attractions 
here, buy local food, drink local 
wine, in short, if we use all the 
services we have here, we, as a 
county, could pull ourselves out 
of this recession quite quickly.”

For the past week reporter NICK AMES 
has been in the Helmand Province of 
Afghanistan with Kent-based soldiers. 
He sent these reports by email 


TIGGER the Tiger is a true dog of 
war. 

The Minden mongrel was adopted as mas¬ 
cot by soldiers of the Kent-based Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment after Afghan chil¬ 
dren tried to cut his ears and tail off. 

Now he regularly accompanies the troops 
as they patrol just yards from the Taliban 
forward area of operations - barking at any¬ 
one who approaches them. 

The regiment is nicknamed The Tigers - 
hence the name of their newest recruit. 

Platoon commander Lt Giles Walsh 
explained how the dog became part of the 
garrison. 

“He was actually rescued by units of the

Afghan National Army when they saw the 
children trying to cut his ears and tail off. 

“They wanted to turn him into a fighting 
dog. But the ANA took him back to the base 
and kept him chained up. 

“Our chaps weren’t having that, so they 
adopted him He’s got the run of the place 
and goes on patrol with us. 

“He’s very protective and barks if anyone 
gets too close. He particularly doesn’t like 
children -1 think I understand why.” 

In Afghan culture dogs are not highly 
prized. As domestic pets they are unknown. 
They can be guard dogs, but more often are 
bred to fight - the ears and tail are cut off to 
prevent them being clawed to pieces. 

The fights are the subject of heavy betting 
with local champions daubed with red dye. 

It is one of the few amusements available 
to locals in Helmand Province which is one of 
the most impoverished in the country.

The presence of Tigger has baffled the ANA 
soldiers who share the base, who are 
bemused by how the 100 British soldiers con¬ 
tinually make a fuss of him. 

“Their attitude to animals is 
totally different,” said Lt Walsh. 
“They really don’t understand at 
all.” 

Tigger is about six months old 
and is to be handed over to the 
Royal Welsh when they take over 
at Minden base next month. 

On one occasion the dog went 
missing and the troops managed to 
alter their patrol to make sure they 
could find where Tigger got to, as 
he frequently “arrives back from 
patrol hours overdue”, as one sol¬ 
dier put it. 

He added: “I love that dog - I 
really do. Those Welshmen better 
take care of him.”

Quiet determination of Gurkha platoon 


THE Gurkhas are renowned throughout 
the world as an elite fighting force. 

And the very best of the Nepalese sol¬ 
diers based at Folkestone are grouped in a 
reconnaissance platoon at Forward Post 
Minden. 

They are proud to call it “the front line”. 
Operating Jackal fighting vehicles, their 
job is to send out long-range patrols last¬ 
ing up to 10 days, locating enemy posi¬ 
tions. In charge of these demanding mis¬ 
sions in hostile terrain where tempera¬ 
tures can exceed 50C, is Sandhurst gradu¬ 
ate Captain Kit Kyte. He said command¬ 
ing Gurkhas requires a more subtle 
approach than that used to bring disci¬ 


pline and effectiveness to other units. 

“Firstly, the Gurkhas are just so profes¬ 
sional,” said Capt Kyte. “They are always 
friendly and good humoured, but when it 
comes to a firefight they resemble a 
swarm of ants, just looking to get every¬ 
thing done with nothing allowed to get in 
their way. They never show off. They are 
very humble, but their actions speak far 
louder than words.” 

Capt Kyte was offered two choices when 
he finished his military college training - 
the Paras and the Gurkhas. He opted for 
the latter. He spent four months in Nepal, 
immersing himself in the culture, 
trekking through the Himalayas and tak¬ 


ing part in aid projects. 

“The approach to command I adopt is 
more subtle than other units,” he said. “I 
never shout at my men. By depending on 
their professionalism, you get the best out 
of them.” 

Capt Kyte’s platoon has been especially 
useful because of their background. 

“The Urdu spoken by many of them has 
similarities with Pashto, which is spoken 
in Afghanistan,” he said. 

“The Gurkhas also come from a farming 
culture. One problem we face is Taliban 
spotters pretending to farm the land. The 
troops will spot this - they know who is a 
fake farmer and who is for real.”

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Human kindness in full flow 


A ROTARIAN from Medway has 
described the contrasts he found 
on a trip to discover what access 
to clean water means in one of 
the world’s poorest countries, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Euan Eddie, who is Rotary International’s 
next district governor for Kent and East 
Sussex, traveled to Burkina Faso in west 
Africa with WaterAid to visit the charity’s 
projects. 

“It was incredible,” he said. “The key for 
me was being able to understand what 
access to clean water means - because it 
does not mean turning the tap on. 

“It is access within a kilometre of where 
you live. It means standpipes in some urban 
areas where there is a limited mains supply 
and in the rural areas boreholes where you 
have to find a source.” 

WaterAid works around the world to help 
ensure people have access to clean water. 
Mr Eddie, who lives in Chatham, aims to 
raise at least £30,000 for the charity during 
his tenure. The 64-year-old wanted to see 
the projects that the money will support 
first hand. 

He said: “There is nothing I would not 
have seen in photographs or could have 
read about, but going there to meet people 
and talk to them makes such as difference.” 

After flying to Ouagadougou, he saw the 
poverty of the capital’s urban slums before 
heading west to meet communities in a 
rural area of the Bale province. 

“It is a small population with not a lot of 
wealth,” he said. “I witnessed such gracious, 
charming, hospitable people. It is quite a

stable country. There are four tribal groups, 
but unlike some African countries they are 
at peace with each other. 

“They are of the mind, We have what we 
have, but if you could provide more we’d be 
delighted’. They are not demanding or beg¬ 
ging.” 

He said there were three parts to the 


charity’s work: access to clean water, sanita¬ 
tion and education about personal hygiene. 

“I saw interesting contrasts. In some vil¬ 
lages they were taking water from an open 
well which was a bit mucky and drinking it. 
That is what we are trying to solve.” 

The country’s government has been decen¬ 
tralised through 13 regions to 302 rural and 
49 urban local authorities. 

Each authority has prepared its own devel¬ 
opment plan. Mr Eddie said: “We are going to 
provide what villages have decided they need 
through their development plan.” 

He said the party was popular wherever 
they went and during a trip to Tone at least 


1,200 villagers turned out to welcome them. 
In Lapara he was presented with four live 
chickens and a bundle of fish. 

WaterAid said it has helped more than 
37,000 people in Burkina Faso gain access to 
safe water and more than 32,000 residents 
access to sanitation since 2000. 

The charity said average life expectancy 
was 51 years and more than five million peo¬ 
ple still do not have access to safe water and 
more than 12 million do not have a hygienic 
place to go to the toilet.

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Legacy land 
sale dispute 
is resolved 

A LONG-running dispute over a piece of 
land wrongly sold by Dartford council to 
developers has finally been put to bed. 

The land - an access road linking 
Lowfield Street to Central Park - forms 
part of a larger area left to the town for 
recreational use a century ago. 

Residents were outraged when the coun¬ 
cil mistakenly sold it to St James’ 
Investments for £275,000, but have now 
been forced to accept a similarly-sized 
patch nearby as a replacement. 

Campaigner Jo Shippam, 69, said the 
decision - which was rubber-stamped at a 
meeting on Thursday - was another nail in 
Dartford’s coffin. 

She said: “This only came up because 
someone who knew of the original covenant 
realised the council had done something it 
shouldn’t have, but by then the land was 
already sold. Dartford is becoming a dormi¬ 
tory town. All the local shops are going and 
there’s no character left.” 

New role 

In 1903, Charles Newman Kidd 
bequeathed the land to Dartford council - 
then known as the Urban District Council 
of Dartford - so it could own it in its new 
role as a charitable trust. 

It was left under terms stating it was not 
to be used for any other purpose than recre¬ 
ation, but sold to St James’ Investments in 
2004. The firm now plans to create a prom¬ 
enade in Lowfield Street that would 
include the largest Tesco in the country. 

The Charities Commission later accepted 
the council had made an “honest mistake in 
good faith” and ruled it would be acceptable 
for the council to purchase from itself a 
similarly-sized area of land in Central Park 
for £5,000 as a replacement. 

The remaining £270,000 from the sale 
will be used for the upkeep of Kidd land. 

Council leader Cllr Jeremy Kite said: 
“Our aim from the start has been to protect 
the interests of the Kidd legacy land and 
ensure it can meet the leisure needs of a 
new generation.” 

Former champ John 
boosts bike safety 


FORMER Suzuki rider John Reynolds, pic¬ 
tured above, will help launch the new 
Gladius street bike at Tunbridge Wells 
Suzuki next weekend. 

The British Superbike champion of 1992, 
2001 and 2004 will also be promoting the 
police BikeSafe initiative, having retired 
from racing after a serious crash while test¬ 
ing at Brands Hatch. 

He shattered ribs, punctured a lung, 
broke a collar bone and injured his neck 
and back. He said afterwards: ‘When I hit 
the barrier it was like a switch in my head 
flipped. Instantly I knew it was time to 
stop.” 

Tunbridge Wells Suzuki is in Dowding 
Way. The event will include catering and 
stands by clothing and equipment brands 
Shooey, Richa and Sidi. 

Salesman Dean Stoner said: “We are 
opening from 9am-5pm on Saturday and 
10am-4pm on Sunday and expect a good 
turn out for John and the Gladius.” 


High cost of ‘free’ buses 


TAXPAYERS will continue to foot 
the bill for free bus travel in 
Medway after it was announced 
there would be no further 
Government funding, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Over-60s have been able to travel for free at 
off-peak times since last April, but councils 
throughout the South East claim they have 
not been given enough money to pay for the 
scheme. Medway faces the largest shortfall of 
all with a £732,000 deficit in its budget. 

Council tax bills will rise there by just under 
five per cent this year - about £50 per house¬ 
hold - to help pay for the concessions. 

Deputy leader Cllr Alan Jarrett (Con) said: 
“Free bus travel is an excellent idea but the 
Government has introduced it without provid¬ 
ing full funding. Like many Government ini¬ 


tiatives, free doesn’t mean free when it comes 
to funding and it’s the council that has to pick 
up the bill. This year we are proposing a coun¬ 
cil tax increase of just under five per cent. Had 
the Government funded us fully for concession 
fares the option would have been there possi¬ 
bly not to increase council tax at all, so that’s 
the scale of the problem. 

‘We don’t have a negotiating position with 
the bus companies either because they know 
it’s law to provide a free scheme.” 

The issue of bus concession shortfall was 
raised on last Sunday’s episode of the BBC’s 
The Politics Show, where it was also revealed 
that the councils of Mid Sussex and Hastings 
also faced deficits of £464,000 and £466,000 
respectively. Despite the concerns, transport 
minister Paul Clark - who is also MP for 
Gillingham and Rainham - said there was 
enough funding to go round. 

He said: “I am delighted there are 11 million 


people over the age of 60 or who have a disabil¬ 
ity who can travel free on the buses, which is 
the backbone of our transport system. 

“There is almost £1 billion in the system to 
provide that, and it is absolutely enough to 
cover the cost of the scheme. After discussions 
through the Local Government Association 
and others, we set up a special formula of 
grants that gave Medway an extra 17 per cent 
increase on funding. 

“Over the last few months I have been see¬ 
ing MPs and council leaders from the areas 
concerned, and when I sat down with them 
most recognised there was enough funding. 
The formula was worked out to reflect exactly 
where there are popular destinations and 
what areas need more money. 

“The Local Transport Act actually gives 
greater powers to local authorities to negotiate 
with bus companies to get those better servic¬ 
es across the board.” 
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COMPARISONS have been 
drawn with the rise of the Nazis 
in 1930s Germany after the far- 
right British National Party won 
its first seat in Kent. 

The backlash against the ‘whites-first’ 
group is already under way with political 
parties and anti-racism campaigners 
protesting in Swanley this weekend. 

Cllr Paul Guiding, a BNP member since he 
was 17, won with 41 per cent of the vote in 
the town’s St Mary’s ward, making him an 
elected member of Sevenoaks District 
Council a week last Thursday. 

Fears over unemployment and recent 
demonstrations over foreign workers have 
been blamed for the anti-immigrant BNP’s 
first breakthrough south of the Thames. 

But Alan Bullion, Lib Dem parliamentary 
candidate for Sevenoaks, warned that while 
concerns over the state of the economy were

justified, people should not allow fear to 
push them to the extreme right. 

“People are really discontented,” he said. 
“They are justifiably angry about the banks 
and the economy, but we have to be careful 
we do not go down the road Germany went 
with the rise of Hitler. There is a danger peo¬ 
ple will turn to the right for easy solutions. 

“But this country has prided itself on diver¬ 
sity and integration and we don’t want to go 
backwards in terms of social tolerance.” 

He said Saturday’s anti-BNP rally was a 
reaction to the shock win in the Labour 


enclave in Tory-controlled west Kent. 

“I think we have to pick up on the issues of 
the economy; jobs and housing. A lot of the 
discontent was from young men in their 20s 
in the building trade. The BNP offers a mes¬ 
sage of hate, but we offer one of hope.” 

He said there was a worry the BNP could 
make a further breakthrough in the 
European elections in June. The party has 
already pledged to field candidates up in 
each of Medway’s 22 wards for the council’s 
2011 elections. A campaign has also been 
launched to fight every seat in Swale. 

Donald Worsley, Labour’s candidate for 
Folkestone and Hythe, said in a letter to 
KOS Media that the win should serve as a 
warning that “racism, bigotry and hatred is 


stirring” in Kent. “The past 100 years has 
shown us what will be the consequences if 
we ignore such an evil philosophy as pro¬ 
pounded by the BNP,” he said. 

Michael Fallon, the Conservative MP for 
Sevenoaks, said frustration with the 
Government over quality of life issues such 
as jobs, housing, crime and vandalism was to 
blame for the BNP’s success. 

He added: “This is a wake-up call for us to 
address the frustrations people feel.”

BNP backers who ignore the facts 


SUPPORTERS of the British National 
Party from Kent have revealed why they 
turned to the party and shared their views, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Harry Williams, the BNP’s prospective 
Parliamentary candidate for Shepway, said 
he was a supporter of ‘old’ Labour before 
switching his loyalties to the far-right party 
via a short sojourn with UKIP 

The Hythe resident’s political stance 
appeared to stem from concerns over 
Britain’s EU membership. 

“MEPs voted for prisons for thought- 
crimes,” he said. 

“People denying the Holocaust would be in 
there for two and half years until they are 
mentored into accepting it.” 

Asked about his views on the Holocaust, 


he said: “I have no views.” 

When he was pressed about the genocide 
of six million Jews and killings of other 
groups including homosexuals and people 
with disabilities, he said: “It is a very dicey 
subject.” 

He then listed some websites that denied 
the Holocaust. 

Mr Williams went on to claim that the EU 
had set up an employment agency in 
Malawi in Africa, he said: “The EU has an 
agenda to wipe out the indigenous people in 
this country and it is going to be turned into 
a Muslim state.” 

He said: “I fear for your children and 
grandchildren, 70 per cent of the birthing 
rate in this country is from immigrants, 
white people will be a minority in 50 years.” 


Mr Williams denied that he was a racist. 

Patrick Pepper, who lives in Ramsgate, 
said he had supported the BNP for six 
years. He said: “British people are becoming 
second-class citizens in our own country. 

“With all the immigration now we are 
being asked to change our laws and customs 
to suit the ethnic minorities coming in.” 

Asked whether society was not just being 
tolerant and accepting of other cultures, he 
said: “They want to apply Sharia law and 
halal meat. If you went to Saudi Arabia and 
suggested building a church you would get 
stoned to death.” 

Last year a Christian church opened in 
Qatar and the Vatican has said it is negoti¬ 
ating for permission to build the first church 
in Saudi Arabia.

Total stop to this outrage 

The dictatorship in Burma 
is Drop p ed up bv one last 
European investor. It’s time 
to act, savs Tim Garbutt 


IS KENT County Council a 
sleeping policeman on the road to 
Burmese democracy? 

With a UN envoy entering 
Burma for the first time in a year 
this week and wildcat strikes at 
Total oil refineries in Britain, 
Burma has gained a presence 
beyond its status as one of the 
world’s worst dictatorships. 

Recent KOS Media articles on 
the Death Railway between 
Thailand and Burma only seem 
to emphasise the UK’s strong 
links with the former British 
colony. All 27 EU states ban new 
investment in Burma. All except 
France have suggested energy 
company Total, as the last 
remaining investor, should with¬ 
draw. Yet even France has begun 
to urge the UN to invoke its 
“responsibility to act” clause to 
break the logjam and deliver aid 
without waiting for the Burmese 
junta’s approval. 

French foreign minister 
Bernard Kouchner said the 
clause, which allows aid delivery 
to citizens if their governments 
fail them, should be invoked. 

Total is the last main investor 
with its oil refineries and Yardan 
pipeline in southern Burma. 

As the French state oil compa¬ 
ny, which is similar to our British 
Petroleum, France is the last 
country to ban Total’s investment 
as well as a complete EU ban on 
investment in Burma. 

Ethnic war rages in the north 
and east with thousands of 
refugees along the Thai-Burmese 


border and boat people being 
returned to Burma by the Thai 
navy. The UK has already suc¬ 
ceeded in calling for British busi¬ 
nesses to withdraw and the US 
bans investment in Burma. 

And after the horrific impact of 
Cyclone Nargis in May last year, 
with more than 100,000 dead 
and the astonishing spectacle of 
US and EU ships off the coast of 
Rangoon unable to deliver aid, 
the Burmese government still 
refuses to reform. But isn’t 
Burma “a quarrel in a far-away 
country between people of whom 
we know nothing” as Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain 
described Czechoslovakia in 
1938 as the Nazis invaded? 

Not quite. Burma’s relationship 
with Kent is closer to home than 
you might think. Take Total. 

With Kent that much nearer to 
France than the rest of the UK, 
it’s perhaps not surprising that 
the 46 Total petrol stations in 
Kent represent a huge portion of 
their supply in the South East. 

It is worth thinking about if 
you’re considering filling up your 


car at a Total station that you 
will be directly funding a regime 
that George Bush described as 
“war criminals”. 

The Total-Butler subsidiary 
provides fuel to Kent’s schools 
and hospitals. Your taxes fund 
these contracts. Should your 
school be indirectly funding a 
military regime like Burma? 

Total petrol yields £2.2 billion - 
the equivalent to every UKper- 
spending £36.66 a year with Total. 

And, if Total is blacklisted by 
every UN nation - except the EU 
itself because of France - then 
perhaps Kent, as the UK’s only 
joint Euro-region, can have more 
influence than most in calling for 
an end to EU and French invest¬ 
ment through Total in the 
Burmese generals. 

Lord Boyce, of our own Dover 
Castle, and a former Chief of 
Defence Staff, has already insti¬ 
gated an examination of foreign 
policy failure in providing aid to 
Burma. The time must be right 
for KCC to live up to Alex King’s 
adoption of the UN ethical 
investment policy and divest 


their Total shares and tobacco 
shares. Or should we expect 
future KCC investment in North 
Korea next? 

And shouldn’t every council 
play their part in instigating a 
call-in on any future and existing 
Total petrol station applications? 

Jobs lost in Kent? Well, not if as 
at Lincolnshire’s Killingholme 
refinery, Total are merely bring¬ 
ing in their own EU contractors. 

And shouldn’t preference be 
given to BP and Shell rather 
than Total? Jobs wouldn’t be lost, 
I believe, in ending Total’s con¬ 
trol, but created by securing jobs 
in ethical and expanding petrol 
corporations. 

It might just help free the 
leader of the non-violent move¬ 
ment for human rights and 
democracy in Burma, Nobel lau¬ 
reate Aung San Suu Kyi, and cre¬ 
ate change in Burma. 

Drive safely, Kent. And don’t 
add fuel to the fire in Burma.

Let’s be having you 

Now that KCC has appointed traffic officers 
to carry out some of the work done by the 
police, it is timely to reflect on other agencies 
that have taken over constabulary duties 
from the police. 

They are: parking attendants, vehicle 
removal companies, dog wardens, environ¬ 
mental health officers, the Highways Agency, 
pub door staff, the DVLA, prisoner escorts, 
CCTV operators, community wardens, victim 
support, court prosecutors, the Vehicle and 
Operator Services Agency, street pastors, 
Serious Fraud Office, immigration officers, 
National Criminal Intelligence Service, parks 
constabularies, Serious Organised Crime 
Agency, and of course, the ever-present seat- 
belt/mobile phone/bus lane/speed/box junction 
camera operators. 

Additionally, with police reluctant to 
respond to intruder alarms, companies are 
resorting to private security firms. 

Within the police framework, civilians now 
do many jobs previously done by warranted 
officers: jailers, station receptionists, radio 
operators, scenes or crime work... there are 
even enquiry staff doing CID work. 

They have help from Neighbourhood 
Watch, Crimestoppers, Storewatch, 
Schoolwatch, Crimewatch, Lorrywatch etc. 

Police presence on the street is not all it 
seems, either. Most people can now recognise 
a community support officer, but how many 


would recognise a volunteer special when 
they saw one? 

The true number of bobbies is further 
fudged by the assistance of British Transport 
Police, Ministry of Defence Police and 
Military Police. With special squads dedicated 
to burglary, terrorism, robbery, traffic, guns, 
drugs, sexual offences and vehicle crime, it 
would seem the likelihood of finding a proper 
copper is very remote. 

However, they can be identified by the 
array of equipment carried, including quick 
cuffs, leg restraints, extendible batons, inca¬ 
pacity sprays, tasers, guns, ballistic- and stab- 
proof vests, personal radios, mobile phones, 
handheld computers, mobile fingerprint ter¬ 
minals and video cameras. 

They have the use of top-of-the-range 
Volvos and BMWs, vans with cages and heli¬ 
copters. Bus-loads of public order officers will 
be waiting nearby to render assistance with 
their shields, crow bars, and sniffer dogs. 

In short, the police have delegated much of 
their work to civilians even though there are 
many more, better equipped officers than 
ever before. 

Let us hope this is an end to the excuses we 
have come to expect from police forces all 
over England trying to explain their poor 
response and service.

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter attempts to 
deflect justified criticism of his administra¬ 
tion, which insists on maintaining a vast 
gulf between KCC’s lowest and highest pay- 
packets, by saying Labour councillors “aren’t 
listening or reading their council papers”.

tists to have strong problem-solving and 
experimental capabilities. 

“LabSkills could revolutionise the way 
practical chemistry is approached in schools. 

“By encouraging students to prepare for 
their experimental work it will help them to 
view practical chemistry as something 
much more than a recipe-following exercise. 

“Through enhanced independence they 
will be better equipped to meet the future 
needs of industry.”

KiaSoul 


DON’T tell the Americans, but car 
companies can respond rapidly to 
market demand. 

Witness the rise and rise of Kia. 

With a name inspired by ‘to come out’ in 
Korean, it has taken just five years for Kia to 
morph from value brand to delivering modem 
design, weighty warranties, vastly improved 
engines and yet more value for money 

There are still some duffers though and the 
line-up has lacked some glamour or soul... 
until now and the appropriately named Soul. 

This could be Kia’s answer to the Mini and 
Fiat 500 cult stars, underlined by several heav¬ 
ily customised Soul spin-offs. 

Known as ‘Originals’ - the company dislikes 
the descriptions ‘special’ or ‘limited editions’ - 
these will get some people rushing into show¬ 
rooms and others debating whether they are 
hit or miss. Significantly though, people will 
talk about something other than Kia value, yet 
the Soul still represents a stonking deal - from 
£10,495 plus five-year unlimited mileage war¬ 
ranty and generous standard kit - as an 
SUV/MPV cum family motor. 








Kia describes it as “urban crossover combin¬ 
ing SUV looks with urban style”. It ain’t pret¬ 
ty, but has a bmtal charm bom from bulging 
wheel arches, narrowing side glass and raised 
rear tail-lights; Kia says an early concept 
sketch featured a wild boar carrying a back¬ 
pack - a mix of muscularity plus practicality. 

This extends to the car’s road manners 
where it has a wide track and long wheelbase 


allowing sporty driving as well as a spacious 
cabin; despite its relatively high stance, body 
roll is minimised and this bodes well for future 
Kias using the same all-new platform. 

Despite the 4x4 looks, the Soul also gets by 
well on a choice of just two powertrains - a 1.6- 
litre petrol or diesel with almost identical out¬ 
puts of 124 and 126bhp respectively. 

As seen in other Kias featuring the same 
units, the diesel is the better, being smoother 
with more get up and go low down the power 
range - diesel ‘tech’ has been a Kia speciality of 
late. It will also average around 54mpg - at 
least lOmpg better than its petrol sister - and 
the nose feels weighter and better planted 
when pressing on. 

However, it also adds a £1,000 to the price of 
whichever model you choose, so the decision is 
not so clear cut after all. 

In the cabin you are stmck by the robust 
nature of the materials and some smart design 
- given extra expression with the Originals. 

Head and legroom is excellent with a decent 
boot too and many people will buy just for the 
no-nonsense ‘wild boar with backpack’ stance 
and practicality. 

But I hope they also fancy the Originals, like 
the Soul Shaker (from £12,495) with its inno¬ 
vative reversing camera built into the rear¬ 
view mirror - exactly where it ought to be, if 
you think about it, and certain to appear on 
other cars soon. 

But the tme ‘star’ is the arresting Soul 
Burner (from £14,995) with its black paint job 
and custom alloys plus backlit speakers that 
throb in time with the sound system.

Mitsi’s Ralliart their 
new 'pocket rocket’ 

MITSUBISHI has had another crack at creating a 
cut-price 'pocket rocket’ - a hot hatch version of its 
heavily revamped Colt supermini. 

With only 35 per cent of parts carried over from the 
2004 original, the Japanese marque says the new- 
look Colt (from £7,799) is virtually a new model line. 

Proof of the pudding comes when accessing the old 
CZT performance flagship alongside the new 
Ralliart (from £12,049). 

Visually, there are two major differences: firstly, 
the ‘Jet Fighter’ nose from the new Mitsubishi 
Lancer gives the supermini far more presence and, 
secondly, this hot hatch version is also now available 
as a five-door (£12,549) as well as a three. 

But the difference really shows on-road: the old 
CZT had turbocharged power, but handling was too 
ragged to be a Mini Cooper rival even if it was cheap. 
The 147bhp 1.5-litre turbocharged Ralliart’s revised 
chassis and steering is far superior. It just needs 
more hot hatch’ branding inside and out - how about 
‘red braces’ (seat belts) and other red trimming? 



Geneva is set to reveal 
mystery behind Qazana 


NISSAN’S star at the Geneva show over 
the next fortnight is the car due to be built 
at the Japanese marque’s Sunderland 
plant from 2010. 

It will use the current Micra/Note pro¬ 
duction line, though it is unclear whether 
the newcomer will replace these models in 
the way the current Qashqai ousted the 
old Primera and Almera. 

Teaser pictures show the ‘Qazana’ could 


easily be little sister to the highly success¬ 
ful Qashqai. The show car also features 
backward-opening rear doors, in the style 
of Mazda’s RX-8, but would not be the first 
concept to lose these once production eco¬ 
nomics are brought to bear. 

The car is unnamed as yet, but don’t 
rule out Qazana; Nissan will use Geneva 
to ‘road test’ that name just as much as it 
will do to gauge opinion of the design. 


Big cat builds on 10 purr cent rise in ‘08 



JAGUAR’S UK sales rose 
nearly 10 per cent last year - 
not bad for a premium carmak¬ 
er in a plummeting market. 

This was largely due to 
demand for the stunning XF, 
which gets a slight revamp for 
March (priced from £32,900) 
with a new diesel version (from 
£33,900) and the super- 
charged-V8 XFR performance 
special (£59,900). 

The latter is pictured right 
setting a record as the fastest 


Jaguar ever - 225mph at the 
legendary Bonneville Salt Flats 
in Utah. 

But the diesel’s sales per¬ 
formance will set the pace for 
Jaguar’s fortunes; its sophisti¬ 
cated 272bhp 3.0-litre twin- 
turbo engine is 33 percent more 
powerful than the superb 2.7- 
litre TDV6 unit it replaces yet 
both forms offered should aver¬ 
age well over 40mpg - nearly 
12 per cent better than the 2.7 
unit - with lower emissions.

AROUND this time next year, we 
will see an all-new Jaguar XK and 
severance with the past. 

For it is tipped to be the end for curvy %J’ 
styling with distinctive twin headlights and 
narrowed boot, traceable to the original XJ6 
(1968-1973) and gargantuan Mark X. 

It kept Jag traditionalists happy, but failed - 
along with past quality control - to deliver 
profitability for the classic British 
sporting/luxury marque. 

There is speculation the success of the small¬ 
er XF will allow Jaguar to take the next XJ to 
a higher and more profitable market position, 
using an XF-inspired four-door coupe body 

Fact is, the XJ is outsold two to one by the 
Mercedes-Benz S-Class and the German car’s 
image and perceived reputation for technical 
innovation allow it to sell for more. 

This is unfair on the Jag, which delivers 
legendary ride quality as well as sure-footed 
handling for such a big car. 

It is not the gas-guzzler it would appear 
either, thanks to the new generation twin- 
turbo 2.7-litre V6 diesel option. 

Those retro lines also disguise a technically 
advanced aluminium body that makes the big 


and boot space. 

The diesel version’s frugality was highlight¬ 
ed by Top Gear’s Jeremy Clarkson in one of the 
car show’s ‘wacky races’ from London to 
Blackpool. He hoped to run out of fuel half 
way, but made it to the seaside anyway. 

It shows how this big car makes more sense 
towards the end of its life than at the start; if you 
run a big car and do not want to give up your 
creature comforts then this modestly-priced buy 
is a greener way to do it - even the road tax 
(£210/year) is virtually half the maximum. 

The interior is classic Jag. The leather, 
walnut and deep carpet looks and feels top- 


notch for the price and the seats are luxurious 
with full electric adjustment as standard on 
the front pair - specification is generous 
across the range. 

If you want to trundle around in luxury the 
big cat will do that with barely a grumble to 
signal a diesel under the bonnet. 

However, kick it and the bonnet rises slight¬ 
ly and the cat growls softly without irritating, 
even at motorway speeds. Tyre and wind noise 
are also excluded at the legal limit. 

The XJ is deceptively quick on along a 
winding road too and while the ‘J-Gate’ 
gearbox selector allows manual selection of 
the six gears, you get used to leaving it in the

Smaller, leaner and 
greener drives new 
market for ’09 Reg

THIS weekend might appear to be 
one of the gloomiest new registra¬ 
tion changes the motor trade has 
seen for a long time. 

Yet the lead-up to the ’09 registration has 
been more buoyant than many doom-mongers 
predicted, largely due to the drive to downsize 
and be leaner and greener. 

With consumers’ savings currently delivering 
such poor interest, many people see trading in a 
‘gas guzzler’ for a cheaper, more economical, less 
taxing model as a better return on their invest¬ 
ment and there is a bit of green kudos too. 

Most manufacturers now have an ‘eco’ sub¬ 
branding for their lowest emission models; 
some are so ‘clean’ (sub-lOOg/km) at the 
exhaust pipe that they are road tax-exempt. 

Ford, for instance, is using the ECOnetic 
label to highlight its most environmentally- 
friendly versions of key models and others 
include Volvo (DRIVe) Vauxhall (ecoFLEX), 
VW (BlueMotion), Mitsubishi (Cleartec) and 
Mercedes-Benz (BlueEfficiency). 

Brilliant as they are, these do highlight a 
key point in seeking to downsize and save 
money: ‘eco’ models often cost more since they 
have diesel engines and special ‘green’ fea¬ 
tures that do not yet deliver the economy of 
scale savings available to makers across the 
whole model range. 

What is more, saving road tax is not such a 
great incentive when many conventional super¬ 
minis sit in the lowest road tax band of £35 a 
year anyway; over three years with an eco 
model, saving £105 is irrelevant if you spend far 
more on buying that car in the first place and 
are then putting expensive diesel in the tank. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; that fuel 
is still cheaper and makes sense for lower 
mileage users, while emission and consumption

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Savings, thinking small and going 
eco mark new registration ’09 


CARMAKERS and their buyers 
suffered a trio of big hits last year: 
official recognition of global warming, 
a need to be seen to be greener and 
now a recession of global proportions. 

The Government is driving people to downsize 
and buy ‘cleaner’ low emission cars through new 
road tax bandings ranging from zero to £400/year 
and set to become tougher. 

By 2010, gas guzzling limos or 4x4s face £950 
road tax in the first year, though anyone spending 
£50-100,000 on a car is unlikely to be put off by 
such a paltry sum. 

For those who want to slash motoring costs and 
emissions though, 2009 opened with plenty of‘eco 
motoring’ options. Most carmakers have a green¬ 
er sub-brand now such as ecoFLEX (Vauxhall), 
Greenline (Skoda) or BlueMotion (VW). 

Such ‘eco-specials’ can improve fuel consump¬ 
tion, emissions and road tax bills with a mix of 
enhanced aerodynamics, revised engine manage¬ 
ment and gearbox ratios and lower rolling resist¬ 
ance tyres. 

However, they cost more so weigh potential 
long-term savings against the greater upfront 
cost - if you don’t cover big mileages, then conven¬ 
tional alternatives may be a better bet. 

Don’t dismiss petrol models either; diesels may 
be more economical but they cost more upfront 
and the fuel is dearer at the pumps. 

In the meantime, new and more powerful small 
petrol models are arriving such as VW’s new tur¬ 
bocharged 1.4-litre variants.

Big eco drive has 
us thinking small

GREEN issues are driving down¬ 
sizing so the smallest market seg¬ 
ment has become the biggest sell¬ 
ing lately and doubled its market 
share in just two years. 

But superminis and city runabouts are not 
just in demand for their size - they are cars for 
all eventualities, tackling motorway miles with 
ease as well as coping with stop/go town traffic. 

They can usually carry four adults comfort¬ 
ably - perhaps even five - and be even more 
economical through refined small diesels and 
hi-tech petrol units. 

Hardly surprising then that they attract buy¬ 
ers from across the spectrum: young families, 
households needing a second car, first-time car 
buyers or elderly couples counting the pennies. 

And they are spoilt for choice, especially 
since some manufacturers have taken design 
cues from the MPV sector to raise interior 
space and flexibility - some of the high roof 
models can take over the duties of a bigger 
family hatchback from the Ford Focus sector. 

Marques to watch: 

• Chevrolet - the five-door Matiz city car 
may be ageing, but was well ahead of its 
time at launch and remains one of the 
cheapest and best in class. A major facelift 
to the previous Kalos brought the 
three/five-door Aveo model last year - 
another competitive option for the General 
Motors value brand. 

• Daihatsu - this Japanese brand is hard to 
beat for compact value. A new Charade city 
car arrives shortly, while the bigger Sirion 
shares underpinnings with the Toyota 
Yaris yet costs less. If you need a small 4x4 
that really can go most places then check 
out the Terios too. 

• Hyundai - keen pricing and five-year war¬ 
ranties should be enough to attract bar¬ 
gain hunters to the Korean brand, but 
Hyundai also has one of the most up-to- 
date ranges on the UK market. The little 
ilO five-door is ultra economical, spacious 
and good to drive, while the new i20 super¬ 


mini is way ahead of its Getz predecessor. 

• Mazda - the sporty Zoom Zoom brand has 
stuck to its guns with the racy looking 
three and five-door Mazda2, which is keen¬ 
ly priced and good to drive. 

• Renault - the French marque has small 
car sales well covered from the Twingo city 
car - with a new and cheaper entry model 
- through the Clio Campus budget super¬ 
mini to the classy Clio proper. 

• Seat - the VW-owned sporty Spanish mar¬ 
que has replaced its Ibiza supermini over 


the past few months. Both versions are 
stylish, but the five-door offers greater 
practicality over the rakish three-door 
SportCoupe. There is also an ultra-green 
Ecomotive version. 

• Skoda - VW’s Czech marque offers the 
five-door Fabia. It is still excellent value, 
but much smarter than before, well made 
and cheap to run, especially in diesel form. 
Skoda jokes now fall flat and there is even 
an eco-friendly Greenline model. 

• Toyota - the world’s number one carmak¬ 


er has revolutionised its small car prod¬ 
ucts, first with the excellent Yaris supermi¬ 
ni - given a facelift for ’09 and now includ¬ 
ing a fuel/emissions saving stop/start 
feature - and then with the frugal Toyota 
Aygo city car. Both cars are available in 
three and five-door format, but are also 
joined by the strictly three-door IQ premi¬ 
um compact city model seating three 
adults and a child. 

• Vauxhall - the Corsa supermini is one of 
the UK’s favourite cars and comes in racy

SUPERMINI sales might be on the 
march in these environmentally 
aware times, but family hatch¬ 
backs remain the optimum size for 
most buyers and dominate the top 
10 sellers list. 

No wonder then that it is the hardest-fought 
sector for manufacturers. Buyers want space, 
comfort and a good ride, but they also demand 
a good driving experience and, increasingly, 
better fuel consumption and emissions levels - 
few contenders tick all the boxes.

• Hyundai 130 - available as a five-door and 
stylish estate, this range launched the 
Korean marque’s new Y generation of 
European-inspired cars that are good to 
drive and more welcoming in style and fin¬ 
ish. Value and a five-year warranty are no 


longer the only reasons to buy a Hyundai. 

• Mazda3 - available as a five-door hatch¬ 
back and four-door saloon, Mazda’s ‘Zoom 
Zoom’ contender is a more premium option 
with a good choice of engines, generous 
equipment and cracking MPS perform¬ 
ance flagship. A new car arrives in the 
spring so look out for deals. 

• Renault Megane - the distinctive rear end 
‘bustle’ is no more, but the new generation 
looks more like a coupe in three or five- 
door form, with great diesel options and 
scorching Renaultsport versions too. 


• Seat - the five-door Leon features con¬ 
cealed rear door handles to enhance its low 
slung coupe styling, yet this VW Golf 
inspired car is as practical as it is good 
looking and fun to drive. 

• Skoda Roomster - more MPV than 
family hatch, but the rear ‘room’ has been 
cleverly grafted onto a car-like front to 
deliver the best of both worlds.

ATTENTION to production and 
reliability has made Toyota the 
world’s number one motor manu¬ 
facturer and we are now seeing its 
innovative powers. 

Pioneering technology includes its hybrid 
petrol-electric motor system, used in the 
Toyota Prius and upmarket Lexus KX400h, 
yet it is still hard to warm to Toyotas - there 
is a fear in all of us that durability also says 
'boring’. 

But Toyota’s image will change with the 
arrival of the IQ baby car for March. Even 
the name is clever, highlighting the brain¬ 
power behind this ingenious car while imply¬ 
ing that buyers will be people with extra 
savvy. 

It could also be a sly dig at the rival Smart 
city car, which is looking less clever with just 
two seats versus the ‘three and a bit’ in the 
only slightly larger IQ. 

Toyota claims to have created ‘six degrees 
of innovation’ for what is pretty much a re¬ 
design of how cars are made, by installing an 
under floor fuel tank midships, compacting 
the heater/air con by 20 per cent - after all,

the car is smaller - and shrinking the engine 
compartment. 

Most noticeable though are staggered front 
seats allowed by the smaller engine compart¬ 
ment, though still no easy task due to colli¬ 
sion and safety requirements. 

As a result, the front passenger sits 
slightly forward of the driver, allowing an 
adult rear passenger, while the driver’s side 
rear seat is really only suitable for a child - 
the IQ is at best ‘3+1’. 

Nevertheless, such a layout could meet 
most buyers’ needs, with the seat behind the 
driver mostly serving as the boot.

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Tough times for family 
values but choice grows 


FAMILY models like the Ford 
Mondeo used to rule the UK car 
market. 

They were designed for company car ‘user 
choosers’, so they could pound motorways 
during the week and cope with the family and 
belongings at weekends or on holiday 

But the rise of MPVs, 4x4 SUVs and upmar¬ 
ket compact executive cars has eroded market 
share and there is now more choice in this 
middle ground, with sporty estate versions 
also gaining sales. 

Some of the latter are so-called ‘lifestyle’ 
models expected to say more about the owner 
and his/her image rather than carry serious 
loads, but slick styling does not always mean 
poor capacity - Toyota expects a 50:50 split 
between saloon and estate versions of its 
smart yet practical new Avensis. 

Diesel is also the preferred option in a sector 
where economy and lower emissions saves 
serious cash. 

Interesting performers include: 

• Chevrolet Epica - pound for pound there 
is probably no better value conventional 
four-door model on the market, especially 
with the deals now offered by dealers. 

• Hyundai Sonata - a five-year warranty 
and loads of kit for a modest price, make 
the Sonata a familiar formula from the 
Korean carmaker.

• Mazda6 - the second generation ‘6’ is even 
more elegant than the original and far 
more refined. Available in saloon, hatch or 
estate, it is lighter and more frugal and 
quality is such that the car could be chal¬ 
lenging as a genuine executive model. 

• Renault Laguna - the third generation 
hatch and sporty estate carries on the 
model’s tradition of value with lots of kit 
and some of the newest technology. 

• Seat Exeo - order books are open for this 
‘Audi for Seat money’ four-door and estate 
based on the previous and still competitive 
Audi A4.

Vauxhall is also aiming the 
new car upmarket with saloon, hatchback 
and sleek estate versions to take on the 
German prestige marques. 

• VW Passat - the latest Passat saloon, 
estate and CC Coupe range is already 
attacking prestige rivals. It is classy, drives 
well and offers lots of space, though the 
scale of the car may persuade some buyers 
to consider the smaller Jetta lookalike.

SALES of classic family cars have 
been pole-axed by the rise of people 
carrier/MPVs and 4x4s/SUVs. 

Both shared a higher driving position, but 
the first majored on space and versatility, 
while the second stood for butch styling and 
‘go anywhere/great outdoors’ ability. 

The two types have merged increasingly 
since then, especially with the social backlash 
against ‘gas guzzling 5 4x4s. The industry calls 
the consolidated class ‘crossovers’. 

Here are some key brands: 

• Chevrolet - the keenly-priced Captiva 
might look more 4x4 than MPV, but it is 
available with economical front-wheel 
drive and genuinely roomy like an MPV. 
There is a seven-seater option. 

• Daihatsu - need an MPV that looks differ¬ 
ent? Try the retro Materia, spacious with¬ 
in compact dimensions. On the 4x4 front 
the company offers the Terios - compact 
and affordable for off-roading as well as 
everyday motoring. 

• Hyundai - there can be few cheaper MPVs 
than the Korean marque’s five-seat 
Matrix, but value is also the appeal of the 


SUV/4x4 line-up: the compact Tucson - 
available with economical two-wheel drive 
or 4x4 - the highly-regarded 5-7-seat 
Santa Fe and the rugged Terracan. 

• Mazda - in keeping with its sporty ‘Zoom 
Zoom’ image, Mazda has racy contenders 
in the seven-seat Mazda5 MPV - with slid¬ 
ing doors for access to the rearmost seats - 
and the ‘GT’-style CX-7 SUV model. 


• Renault - regarded as the inventor of 
MPVs, the Espace is still its champion peo¬ 
ple carrier, but there is also the mid-size 
Scenic and Grand Scenic as well as budg¬ 
et Kangoo. It entered the 4x4 market 
recently too, but the new Koleus looks and 
works well on and off-road. 

• Seat - the Spanish brand has shown 
MPVs can be sporty, starting with the racy 


Altea - also sold in stretched XL form - 
and stepping up to booted Toledo and large 
Alhambra. And there’s a 4x4 Altea XL ver¬ 
sion - the Freetrack. 

• Skoda - reviewed the small MPV market 
and married a car-like front with a boxy 
and spacious MPV rear - the ‘room’ that 
inspired the name Roomster. For 4x4 capa¬ 
bility, check out the all-wheel-drive Octavia 
Estate and high-riding Scout versions. 

• Toyota - one of the finest seven-seat midi- 
MPVs comes in the form of the aptly 
named Verso, but Toyota also offers the 
Land Cruiser brand for ultimate off-road- 
ing and the excellent RAV4 - the original 
‘GTI 4x4’. 

• Vauxhall - the distinctive seven-seat 
Zafira is the UK’s best-selling midi-MPV 
and available with a wide range of 
powertrains, but the ‘Griffin brand’ also 
offers the smaller Meriva and classy 
Antara 4x4. 

• VW - the 5-7-seat Sharan remains VW’s 
flagship MPV, but the Touran offers the 
same seating capacity and car-like han¬ 
dling, while VW is also now a 4x4 star with 
the big Touareg and highly capable Touran 
mid-range SUV.

Technically, Stenmar Aluminium, the par¬ 
ent company, has called in Mark Newman, of 
Tonbridge business services firm Vantis, as 
administrator of Marsland and Co, and liq¬ 
uidator of Marsland Commercial Windows. 
The move does not affect Marsland Domestic 
Windows. 

But Martin Stanton and Desmond High of 
local EMC Management Consultants, who 
were brought in by shareholders at the begin¬ 
ning of 2008 to try to restore the fortunes of 
the business, were very critical of “the non 
and late payment of significant debts” by 
“major customers.” 

In a joint statement, they said: “On January 
23 the group expected to receive approxi¬ 
mately £440,000 in the subsequent three 
weeks from six main contractors, for work

satisfactorily carried out. Only £120,000 was 
received during that period and there is no 
immediate prospect of the balance being 
received. In some cases, the end-customer for 
whom the work has been completed hadn’t 
paid the main contractor. 

“Those end-customers include one well- 
known international charity, and a major 
housing association. In others, the individu¬ 
als responsible for passing bills for payment 
always seem to just miss internal payment 
deadlines, or make spurious counter-claims 
in order to delay or to reduce payment. 

“Although the two [Marsland] companies 
are still owed well in excess of £1 million by 
customers, it has been a major challenge over 
recent months to try to collect this and as eco¬ 
nomic conditions in the construction industry 
deteriorate further it has become almost 
impossible to get customers to pay on time, or 
at all, for completed work. 

“There is a huge domino effect throughout 
the contracting industry and if customers 
won’t pay for completed work the business 
cannot function.” 

They said the lion’s share of money owed is 
from large companies - but there’s some 
owed by a small number of private individu¬ 


als for domestic jobs carried out over the last 
couple of years. 

“Sometimes there are genuine arguments 
over the work and where possible these have 
been remedied, but there is a rump of cus¬ 
tomers who are seeking ‘compensation’, and, 
it seems, never had any intention of paying. 

“Pursuing these people through the courts 
is a slow and time-consuming process. 

“Even customers who have shaken hands 
on a settlement figure have subsequently 
reneged on payment. 

“There is a mindset that says it is good to 
avoid paying, and that perhaps Marsland is 
‘big enough’ to bear the cost. The real losers 
are the people who have worked at Marsland 
and are now out of work, and the innocent 
suppliers who won’t get paid. 

“We underestimated the depths to which 
some people in the construction industry will 
go to avoid paying, often in the clear knowl¬ 
edge of the effect on everyone in the supply 
chain below them.” 

Erik Torstenson, whose family founded 
Marsland nearly 50 years ago, said: “It is a 
sad day for Marsland, its staff and our fami¬ 
ly- 

“There are a great many loyal people who 
have made significant contributions to the 
business and I feel truly sorry for those who 
have battled in recent times against increas¬ 
ingly difficult odds.”

Employees need support for training in the 
form of time off, information about courses and 
a positive attitude from their employers.”

Company’S centenary celebration

A MEDWAY company which suc¬ 
cessfully traded through both 
world wars, the Great Depression 
and a string of recessions cele¬ 
brates its centenary this year. 

And it’s still doing well in this downturn. 

Passmore’s Portable Buildings in Strood, 
has started its hundredth year with a very 
healthy order book for everything from small 
garden sheds to cricket pavilions and stable 
blocks. 

It even has export orders lined up which 
will see two 40ft containers of its products 
heading for New Zealand. 

Part of celebrations will be trying to find 
the oldest Passmore shed still in use. Sales 
chief Stuart Slaughter, great-grandson of 
the company’s founder, told KOS Media this 
week that he’d just seen one from 1967. It 
was in 1909 that Arthur Harris Passmore 
arrived in Medway from Yorkshire. He set up 
home in Frindsbury and opened the Tea 
Table Cafe in Rochester High Street. 

After the First World War there was a 
boom in free-range poultry keeping, and he 
realised there was money to be made in sup¬ 
plying chicken feed as well as meals for the 
citizens of Rochester. 

He set up the Poultry Farmers’ Supply 
Company on a site adjacent to the High 
Street, on the Strood side of the bridge, from 
where the company still operates. 

The supply of chicken feed led to the pro¬ 


duction of poultry houses, which in turn led 
to the manufacture of garden sheds. 

Arthur died in 1942 and his son, Robert 
Cromwell Passmore, carried on. At that time 
there was no timber for sheds and poultry 
houses, but the firm was helping to design 
airframes for Short Brothers, the Rochester 
seaplane company. 

After the war business was resumed, and 
although battery farming sounded the death 
knell for poultry houses, Passmore diversi¬ 
fied into garden buildings, chalets, site huts, 
clubhouses and stable blocks. 

Stuart’s father, Richard, married Robert’s 
daughter, Barbara, and he took over and is 
still managing director. 

Today conservation and sustainability are 
the watchwords. The firm uses non-polluting 
preservatives and even timber off-cuts to 
heat workshops. 

It’s one of the few firms in the UK to have 
a Forest Stewardship Council certificate of 
chain of custody. It has sourced timber from 
a high-quality Swedish sustainable forest for 
decades and is the sawmill’s oldest customer. 

To mark the centenary, the company has 
designed a traditional country-style cart 
lodge, using oak frames. 

In his office, from where he can see 
Rochester Castle, Mr Slaughter said: “The 
secret of our success is that we have never 
just sat back. We have moved with the times 
and concentrated on personal service and 
sourcing high-quality material.” 

The firm reckons it has supplied one in 10 
sheds in the area, and every week two lorry¬ 
loads of sheds are delivered in the region. 

Passmore’s is looking forward to its next 
100 years.

£325,000. His career has never been a gamble. He understands that 
racing is a business that’s a bit different from most others, which is why 
good communication with his owners is vital.

Qifon did you get started? 

A I started my career by riding and train¬ 
ing point-to-point and hunter chasers. 

I took out a flat-racing licence in 1999 and 
my first victory came quickly, with Santiburi 
Girl turning over an odds-on favourite at 
Salisbury By 2004 I’d notched up my first 
100 winners. I was also recognised as the 
leading up-and-coming trainer of that year. 


What have been your highlights? 


Q 

A Plenty - it’s not just about the winning, 
particularly when you’re starting out - 
but in terms of statistics, I was the most suc¬ 
cessful UK trainer at Royal Ascot in 2008. 

I get a lot of satisfaction from seeing my 
horses do well at all levels, especially when I 
know they’ve been overlooked by other train¬ 
ers. 

Q What’s a typical 
day? 

A As you’d expect, 
the day always 
starts early. If we’re 
not racing, we’re out 
on the gallop. Race 
days tend to be hectic 
and I rely on my 
assistant, Martin 
Smith, and the 
grooms a great deal. I 

meet the jockeys and talk through race tac¬ 
tics - much will depend on where the horse 
has been drawn and the race distance. 

But when starter sets them off, the split- 
second decisions have to be taken by the 
jockeys - most of the time they can’t hear my 
shouting. I always take time out to chat with 
the owners to give them an honest appraisal 
of their horse’s prospects.

Q Is it really possible to *get-rich-quick’ 
with horseracing? 

A lt’s possible, but not something I ever 
“sell” to prospective owners. Just like 
every other successful business, you need a 
slice of luck, but mostly it’s down to hard 
work, having good people around you and a 
belief in your own ability. 

I do know a good horse when I see one but 
it’s rare to make a profit from prize money 
alone, it’s all about selling at the right time. 

Q 

A lt’s a syndicate I set up with colleague 
Dave Nevison. We’ve been buying year¬ 
ling racehorses together for the last five 
years. Through the syndicate, we race these 
horses and then sell 
them on at the top of 
their value. To date 
it’s proved to be a 
highly successful ven¬ 
ture for all the owners 
involved. 

An initial invest¬ 
ment of £50,000 buys 
a share in at least 
eight horses. It’s 
important to empha¬ 
sise that the syndi¬ 
cate operates on a 


Q 


What ownership options do you offer? 


A You might be surprised at the level of 
investment needed to get into racehorse 
ownership. It’s no longer the sole preserve of 
Premiership footballers and oil sheiks. 

In addition to sole and company owner¬ 
ship, we offer the Hucking Horses 
Partnership. With such a scheme, up to 14 
partners jointly own three horses. 

Complimentary race day badges are avail¬ 
able whenever the horse runs. 

Prize money is shared between the part¬ 
ners, and as with sole ownership, any profit 


commercial basis. 

Q How do you explain a loss to an 
owner? 

A I believe honesty is the best policy. I have 
a reputation for telling the truth and not 
pulling any punches. 

Before each race I discuss the realistic 
prospects of the horse, but ultimately it’s the 
owner’s decision to race. It’s tough for them, 
but I understand why a horse can be beaten. 

But of course, when I’m wrong, and the 
horse does win, I’m more than happy to give 
the good news. 


Any hot tips for 2009? 


Q 

A My main aim for this year is to continue 
to improve and expand my racehorse 
training facilities and so offer even better 
prospects for the owners. 

However, do keep an eye on my string of 
two-year-old racehorses - they promise plen¬ 
ty more success for the yard in 2009.

Ambition takes the 
reins at vet centre 

TO SAY it was a commercial property Cinderella effect was an under¬ 
statement - the £300,000 transformation of a dilapidated, pigeon-infest¬ 
ed, concrete-framed bam into a purpose-built equine veterinary centre. 

But it happened, and now after 35 years at its previous location in Ashford town centre, 
Milboum Equine has moved to a farm on the outskirts of town. 

The old premises were dated and the owners wanted to update facilities, improve working con¬ 
ditions for staff and clients, and make access easier for horse boxes. The new clinic is now less 
than half a mile from junction 10 of the M20, has plenty of parking, plus paddocks and stables 
for patients and room for possible future expansion. 

Practice partner David McDonald went to MKA Projects, a firm of 
construction project managers and quantity surveyors based at 
Kings Hill, West Mailing, which, put together a new design and con¬ 
struction team including specialist architects HPN. 

The programme period for the works was just four months, which 
considering the bam had to be stripped back to the bare bones was 
an ambitious timescale. The asbestos roof was replaced and the wall 
cladding removed, so that only the concrete frame and some of the 
walls remained. 

MKA Projects have also overseen the conversion of another bam 
on the site into stables and storage space. 

The team also included, BSF (structural design), Westmead (M&E 
Design) Bernard Sims Associates (CDM-C) and the main contractor 
was Jenner of Folkestone.

EMPLOYERS battling to stay solvent 
and profitable in the downturn will not 
appreciate the latest research produced 
by pension consulting firm Mercer. 

The Pension Act 2008 sets out the 
framework for the Government’s new 
national pension savings scheme, known 
as Personal Accounts. 

It also introduces a requirement for 
employers to automatically enrol quali¬ 
fying employees. The proposals are 
expected to come into force from 2012. 

A minimum contribution of eight per 
cent of‘qualifying earnings’ will be 
required by 2014. This will be divided as 
follows: four per cent employee, one per 
cent tax relief and three per cent 
employer. 

The employer rate is to be introduced 
gradually - one per cent in 2012, two 
in 2013, reaching three in 2014 - with 
large employers expected to comply 
first. Mercer has calculated the intro¬ 
duction of Personal Accounts will cost 
UK business close to £3 billion a year. 

The survey suggests auto-enrolment 
will have a dramatic impact on pay 
budgets, especially for companies with a 
low current uptake of membership in 
their pension schemes. 

Based on the average gross employee 
salary of £26,020 less the lower thresh¬ 
old, this means a company pension con¬ 
tribution of £630 per year by 2014. 

Employers cannot contemplate simply 
absorbing this level of increased cost, so 
planning ahead by identifying the likely 
cost and considering the options avail¬ 
able for mitigating or spreading it over a 
longer period will help soften the 
impact. This news will not be welcome, 
but every director and finance manager 
must keep up to date with this issue 
and start to plan by incorporating this 
in future draft budgets and cashflow 
forecasts.

I AM in Bangalore in India, work¬ 
ing hard to make sure the 
upcoming 2009 season sees me 
get both my county and interna¬ 
tional career going forward again. 

As much as anything, it is nice to be back 
at a cricket ground, the Chinnaswamy 
Stadium, where five winters ago I was cap¬ 
taining England A. 

I’ll be celebrating my 27th birthday 
hallway through this 10-day training trip, 
and part of the general overhaul of my game 
this winter has been to realise I am now at a 
stage where I can begin to use all the expe¬ 
rience I have been fortunate to gain since I 
made my Kent debut in 2001. 

There is still a lot of my career yet to come, 
and as a spin bowler in particular I know 
that I can develop hugely in the years ahead. 
But I want to improve strongly in all areas 
of my cricket, and my fitness levels, and can¬ 
not wait to start the new season refreshed 
and hungry to do well. 

I have been very honest with myself since 
the end of last summer, and I realise I didn’t 
perform overall as well as I can with either 
bat or ball during 2008.1 consider myself a 
genuine all-rounder, in that I am capable of 
winning and influencing games both as a 
bowler and as a batsman, and so I need to 
progress my game in that respect this year. 

Having been picked in the England one- 
day squad in New Zealand earlier last year, 
too, it was disappointing not to back that up 
with more eye-catching performances last 
summer - and my failure to make any of the 
England Lions squads this winter, in con¬ 
trast to the previous two winters, reflected 
my form.

But, having now experienced two full sea¬ 
sons in both Kent’s championship and one- 
day sides, after initially being more of a one- 
day player in my earlier years with the club, 
I feel I have the knowledge and the experi¬ 
ence to take my game on again. 

During the past few months I have been 
working quite a bit with Min Patel on my 
cricket, and especially my bowling. Min is 
such a shrewd character, and was such a 
good thinker during his own long career as a 
spinner, that he has been a tremendous help 
already. I will also be working on specifics 
with him when I get back from India.

Having Rob with me is especially good, 
because now that he has returned to 
Kent from Nottinghamshire he will be 
gunning for a place in our starting line¬ 
ups - in one-day cricket especially - and 
so his presence will help to keep me very 
much on my toes.

Kent team to face legendary outfit as p art 
of club’s 150th anniversary celebrations

THE WORLD’S greatest invita¬ 
tional rugby team will visit 
Kent later this month as the 
centrepiece for Blackheath’s 
150th anniversary celebrations. 

The Barbarians will take on the 
National 2 South’s first team at the 
Rectory Field to mark the historic occa¬ 
sion, in a repeat of the fixture held to 
honour the club’s centenary in 1959. 

Renowned for their attacking style, a list of 
the Barbarians’ former players reads like a 
Who’s Who of world rugby Francois Pienaar, 
Jeremy Guscott, Zinzan Brooke and Jonah 
Lomu have all pulled on the famous black 
and white shirt in recent years. 

They regularly play high-profile games 
against the world’s best international teams, 
with their remaining games this season 
including taking on England at 
Twickenham and Australia in Sydney. 

The team is expected to be announced 
shortly and Fran Cotton, Blackheath’s direc¬ 
tor of operations, told Kent on Sunday every¬ 
one was excited by the prospect. 

He said: “There’s quite a buzz around the 
club and it’s an opportunity for all our past 
and current players who have played for the 
Barbarians to meet up. They have a reputa¬ 
tion for playing a very open and entertaining 
brand of rugby. We’re hoping for a very 
decent crowd, it’s not very often you get a 
chance to see the Barbarians, except on tele¬ 
vision.” 

Blackheath are the oldest open rugby club 
in the world and the game will be the final 
major event after 12 months of celebrations. 


Last year the first team toured Argentina 
and played Richmond and Newport to recre¬ 
ate some of club rugby’s earliest fixtures. 

Founded in 1858, Blackheath went on to 
play a leading role in the sport’s early years 
and are one of seven surviving members 
present at the formation of the Rugby 
Football Union in 1871. 

The club were also instrumental in the 
Barbarians’ first tour in 1890. Set up by ex¬ 
player William Percy Carpmael, Blackheath 
provided the core of the early sides. 

The club’s influence has diminished since 
then, particularly with the advent of profes¬ 
sionalism in the sport in the 1990s, but 


Cotton says being a member is still a point 
of pride. 

He said: “Without a doubt the club is very 
proud of its history. 

“It’s something that people respect. The 
game has changed dramatically in the last 
10 years, it’s been turned on its head in 
many respects, but while we’re obviously not 
playing at the very top level we are still in 
the top 35 clubs in the country.”

Miami nice for 
learner Conway 

MIKE Conway caught the attention of his fel¬ 
low Indy Racing League drivers by finishing in 
the top ten at the first official test of the sea¬ 
son in Miami. 

The Sevenoaks driver finished eighth overall 
in the two-day test at the Homestead Miami 
Speedway, ahead of front runner Danica 
Patrick and 2007 champion Dario Franchitti. 

Conway completed 276 laps in his first ever 
outing on an oval circuit for the Dreyer 
Reinbold team, having agreed a deal to move 
to America in January. 

The former British Formula 3 champion fin¬ 
ished 14th after day one as he got used to the 
new car and surroundings. The following day 
saw him produce a best lap of25.4299 seconds, 
averaging 210 mph, which secured eighth spot 
and made him the quickest rookie. 

Conway, 25, was delighted with his debut 
and admitted he is warming to racing on ovals 
at speeds of more than 200mph. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The test went real¬ 
ly well, we started off slowly as it was my first 
time on an oval, but we made lots of changes 
and got quicker and quicker. It’s a learning 
curve really but to finish the test in eighth 
place was a great result. 

“It’s daunting, the first time you turn at over 
200mph as you are thinking ‘this is fast.’ I got 
used to it quickly and it was really enjoyable. 

“Towards the end we got to run in traffic so I 
got to see what it would be like in a race sce¬ 
nario. It was great to be able to get to overtake 
people using the drafting techniques.” 

Conway has one more test session at Barber 
Motorsports Park in Birmingham, Alabama on 
March 21-23 before the season begins at St 
Petersburg on April 5. 


Fleet eye Trophy cash as members stay away

ANOTHER trip to the now famous 
Wembley arch could prove crucial 
in securing the club’s future, 
according to chairman John 
Moules. 

The website-owned football club 
set a deadline last Thursday for 
the majority of its 32,000 MyFc 
members to renew their £35 sub¬ 
scriptions. 

Only 9,500 members chose to 
renew, which left the club £250,000 
short of their £500,000 target for next 
season. This week the club 
announced they reached the 10,000 
mark. 

After Fleet earned an FA Trophy 
semi-final with Stevenage Borough 
following Tuesday’s 3-1 win against 
Wrexham, chairman Moules believes 
a return to a Wembley final could 
attract a new wave of members. 

A crowd of 26,000 Fleet support¬ 


ers made the trip to Wembley last 
May when Liam Daish’s side lifted 
the trophy after beating Torquay in 
the final. Subsequently the myfoot- 
ballclub memberships swelled to 
32,000. 

Moules is predicting another flur¬ 
ry of renewals if the Northfleet- 
based side can achieve a return to 
Wembley. 

He said: “Absolutely the FA 
Trophy could be a real help. It would 
be silly not to say it could increase 
the number of memberships. 

“If we play anything like we did on 
Tuesday against Wrexham we will 
be in with a shout of another trip to 
Wembley. 

“The renewals are coming in on a 
daily basis and we are now focusing 
on reaching our next targets of 
12,000 and 15,000. We have got 
around 9,000 members abroad so it 


will take time for everyone to send 
in their renewals.” 

The club’s board held a meeting 
with the MyFc operator this week to 
discuss various options following 
the drop in renewals. With reports 
suggesting the club could be put up 
for sale, Moules declared a potential 
sale was not a topic up for discus¬ 
sion. 

He said: “At the meeting we talked 
about a number of options and have 
decided to meet again next week. 
One of the topics we discussed was 
about a number of members who 
have expressed desires to pay more 
than £35 for their subscriptions. We 
are seriously looking into setting 
something up.”

GLENN PEARSON speaks to Kent wicketkeeper Geraint 
Jones who after several years away from the international 
arena, still harbours ambitions of gloving up for England 


FOUR years ago England 
shaped up for the 2005 Ashes 
series with a confident 2-1 victo¬ 
ry in South Africa. 

It followed the 3-0 drubbing of the West 
Indies and set the tone for what proved to 
be a remarkable summer. Geraint Jones 
was the man in possession of the wicket¬ 
keeping gloves, and like England, his sum¬ 
mer had major ups and downs and ended 
with the reclamation of the little urn. 

Fast forward five years and its Ashes 
year once again, but rather than attempt¬ 
ing to overturn a 1-0 deficit in the series 
against the West Indies for England, Jones 
is working tirelessly in the nets at St 
Lawrence. 

Jones is no longer the man in possession 
- that now belongs to Matt Prior and to 
some extent Tim Ambrose. With 
Worcestershire keeper Steve Davies called 
up for the one-day series, Jones could be as 
far down the pecking order as fourth. 

Partnerships 

Once seen as a mainstay of the England 
side, mainly for his ability with the bat fol¬ 
lowing countless important partnerships 
with Andrew Flintolf, the 32-year-old has 
gone back to county cricket with Kent in a 
hope of regaining the sparkling form that got 
him noticed by Duncan Fletcher in 2004. 

After being dropped in 2006 after the ill- 
fated Ashes whitewash, the Kent gloveman 
has fitted back in Rob Key’s side with some 
consistent performances if not glittering. 

There was some reminiscence of the old 
Jones towards the end of last season when 
he grabbed the opportunity of batting at 
three in the County Championship with 
both hands, hitting a counter-attacking 
innings of 91 against Lancashire at 
Aigburth. 

Having started his preparations for this 
summer just two months after the end of 
last season, the Papua New Guinea-bom 
cricketer is hoping to fill that spot for his 


county when the campaign starts next 
month. 

“I’m keen on getting off to a good start 
because I felt good batting at the end of last 
year, so I didn’t want that to sit for six 
months,” he said. “Things fell into place last 
year, the whole aim of the winter is to 
improve on a few things from last season 
and hit the ground running. 

“I have based my winter practice around 
the idea I may bat at three. I enjoyed it last 
year and had some success there. I was 
given the inclination that there is the 
potential to start there again this year. We 
will wait until the season starts to see what 
decisions have been made.” 

Having watched Jones in the nets for a 
few weeks, it’s clear to see he hasn’t given 
up hope of regaining his place back in the 
England side. 

Whether he will be given another chance 
to do so is another matter, but stranger 
things have happened. His experience of 
performing in a crucial Ashes series could 
be to his advantage but Jones is typically 
pragmatic about his chances. 

“My England ambitions are still there,” 
he said. “If there’s injury or illness then I 
want to make sure the first person 
they turn to is me and that only 
comes about through form. I 
have got the experience of 
being there, Ashes year 
as well, but ultimate¬ 
ly it’s up to me to go 
out there and score 
the runs and leave it 
there in the selectors’ hands. 

“But I’m not sure if I have been I 
thrown on the scrapheap or been * H 
put in the Duncan Fletcher era and 
they’ve moved on, I don’t know.” 

Whatever happens, Kent are 
the ones that are likely to prof¬ 
it from a motivated player who 
has the ability to change the 
tempo of games, both in the 
championship and in limited overs. 



“I did all my cricket 
learning at Test level 
and the internation¬ 
al stage and 
that’s quite a 
tough place to 
do it,” said Jones. 

“Everything I have 
learned from my inter¬ 
national career is now 
benefiting me and that’s 
half the excitement this 
year because I feel I have got 
my game in order and it’s up to 
me to put in the performances in 
the middle.”

ANDY Barcham and a host of 
other senior players in the 
Gillingham squad could leave for 
free this summer with the club 
opting not to open contract talks 
until after the end of the season. 

A total of 14 players - the majority of the 
senior squad - are out of contract this 
summer. 

With Gills still well placed in the chase for 
promotion out of League Two, the club will 
delay opening negotiations until they know 
which division they will be in next season. 

Manager Mark Stimson told Kent on 
Sunday: ‘Where we are and what division 
we’re in can identify what we need to do and 
who we need to retain. If a player came in 
and asked me I would probably be honest 
with them and say ‘I know you’re out of con¬ 
tract but we’ll probably have to wait until 
the end of the season to make a decision’. 

“All they can do is perform to the best of 
their ability to give them the best chance of 
being offered a new contract.” 

The biggest loss would undoubtedly be 
Barcham, who joined from Tottenham

TOM WYNTER: Did well on loan at 
Ramsgate, but like Thomas could find 
himself superseded by youth players. 
SEAN CLOHESSY: A first-team reg¬ 
ular under Ronnie Jepson, has spent 
most of this campaign on loan at 
Salisbury and is unlikely to return. 


Hotspur in January after impressing on 
loan. With nine goals before yesterday’s 
game against Bournemouth, he is the second 
highest goal scorer at the club and keeping 
the versatile forward will be among 
Stimson’s highest priorities this summer. 

The club’s stance differs slightly from the 
one adopted last season. Although deals 
were not signed until after relegation was 
confirmed, talks with players such as Simon 
Royce and Danny Cullip took place weeks 
before the end of the campaign. 

It makes the Gills vulnerable to approach¬ 
es from other clubs. Under league rules play¬ 
ers aged over 24 can begin talks with inter¬ 
ested parties in the last six months of their 
contract and even sign pre-contracts ahead 
of a move. Younger players can do the same, 
but the parent club is eligible for compen¬ 
sation. 

Stimson admitted the club would be vir¬ 
tually powerless but felt it was a gamble 
worth taking. 

He said: ‘We wouldn’t be able to stop that 
unless we offered a contract. With the play¬ 
ers we’ve got out of contract I’m willing to 
take that risk and see what we’ve got at 
the end of the season.” 

One source of players to come into the 
squad this summer is through promoting 
talent from the youth squad. Jack Payne 


was the first to sign a deal earlier this month 
and the rest of the second year scholars will 
find out if they are to be offered contracts 
later this month. 

Last year five players made the step up, 
but Stimson admitted their progress had 
been disappointing after none had come 
close to forcing their way into the first team. 

He said: “I think three of them didn’t do 
enough close-season work and that showed 
when they came back in pre-season. 

‘You give them an opportunity but if they 
don’t take it, that’s their fault. This year not 
as many will be offered deals. The first year 
scholars are a very strong group and five or 
six of them are more than capable of playing 
in the reserves, so we don’t need as many 
young pros.” 
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
